Under the House deposition rules neither committee members nor staff may 
discuss the substance of testimony you provide today unless the committee approves 
it -- excuse me -- approves the release. You and your attorney, as we discussed, will 
have an opportunity to review the transcript. 


Before we begin, I'd like to describe a few ground rules. We will follow the 
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House deposition rules that we provided to your counsel previously. Under those rules, 
counsel for other persons or government agencies may not attend, but you are permitted 
to have your two attorneys present. 

At this time, could counsel please state their names for the record? 

Mr. Rowley. John Rowley. And here with me is Bill Parrish and Micah Kanters.

The stenographer can't record nonverbal responses like when you shake your 
head. Soit's important that you actually answer each question verbally with an audible 
verbal response. People frequently nod and don't realize she'll have to ask you. 

We ask that you provide complete answers based on your best recollection. _ If 
the question is not clear, please don't hesitate to ask for clarification. If you don't know 
the answer, please just simply say so. 

You may only refuse to answer a question to preserve a privilege recognized by 
the select committee. If you refuse to answer a question based on a privilege, staff may 
either proceed with the deposition or seek a ruling from the chairman on the objection. 
If the chairman overrules such an objection, you are required to answer the question. 

| also want to remind you -- you know, we've done this before, and we do it for 
everyone -- that it is unlawful to deliberately provide false information to Congress. 


Since this deposition is under oath, providing false information could result in 
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criminal penalties for perjury and/or providing false statements. 

Do you understand all of that or do you have any questions? 

Ms. Wren. Yes, | understand.

Q- And have you been the entire time? 

A Yes, with the exception of in March of 2020 to November of 2020, | went 
in-house with the Trump campaign. So! didn't have outside clients outside of the 
Trump campaign for that duration of time. 

Q And would that have been Trump Victory Finance Committee? 

A It's a good question. | don't actually know. Trump Victory was the joint 
fundraising committee between Donald J. Trump for President and the Republican 
National Committee. | believe that my salary was just Donald J. Trump for President. 

Q Okay. So, to your knowledge, were you employed by Trump Victory 
Finance Committee? 

A Trump Victory Finance Committee was not -- was the name of the finance 
committee. So like the person who employed me, | believe, was Donald J. Trump for 
President, Inc. 

Q Gotit. 

A From March to November. 


Q And then are you also an adviser for Women For America First? 
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A No. 

Q_ Anddid you found a PAC in 2015 called Security is Strength PAC? 

| was not a founder, but | worked on it. 

Q_ And| just want to note for the record that Representative Aguilar has joined 
us via Webex. 

Is there anything else that you've worked on that | missed in terms of Bluebonnet, 
Donald J. Trump for President, you worked on Security is Strength PAC? Does that take 
me back about 2015 or are there any -- 

A No. There's a lot more that I've worked on from 2015 to present. 

Q Could you cover that for us? 

A | can cover to the, like, best of my recollection. But my --|--itisa 
fundraising firm, and so | contract a lot of different candidates and organizations. 

So in 2015, | -- Security is Strength PAC was the super-PAC supporting Senator 
Lindsey Graham, who was running for President at the time, and | just -- | had been his 
finance director and then worked on the super-PAC. 

Also during that time, | think | worked on the Republican Jewish Coalition, the 
College Republican National Committee, and probably some other candidates that | can't 
recall. 

When Senator Graham dropped out of the Presidential race, | was the finance 
director for the Cleveland 2016 Host Committee, which was the 501(c)(3) that puts on the 
convention, the Republican National Convention. 

And then after President Trump won, | became the national finance consultant in 
the beginning of 2017. And that contract, | believe, at that time started out as the RNC. 
And then, when the President announced for reelection, or shortly after, became an 


employee of Trump Victory, which, again, is that JFC. 
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And from 2017 to 2020, | had a number of different clients outside of just being 
like national finance consultant for the President. It included the Republican National 
Committee, the National Republican Congressional Committee, Republican Governors 
Association, the National Republican Senatorial Committee, Governor Henry McMaster, 
Attorney General Alan Wilson, Congressman Tom Rice. 

Q I'll cut you off. 

A Oh, okay. This is going to take awhile. Okay. 

Q  You'refine. Weappreciate it. Suffice to say, very extensive fundraising 
history. 

| think you said that you started for the Trump campaign in March 2020? 

A Yeah. Before that, | had been the national finance consultant, which 
means | was paid on a commission base to solicit donations for Trump Victory. And in 
March of 2020, | went in-house with the Trump campaign, which means | was a salaried 
employee and | didn't have outside clients, and so it wasn't a commission based, it was a 
salary based. 

Q And was that when you were finance director? 

A | wasn't finance director. | never really hadaset title. It was a -- | think 
on some of my email chains it was senior adviser to Kimberly Guilfoyle and national 
finance adviser. So it's kind of a -- 

Q Who did you report to in the role that you were in? 

A Kimberly. 

Q Okay. And how would you describe your role in terms of what you did for 
her? 

A She was the finance chair. And so| helped kind of from a high level on, 


like, strategy, donor maintenance, you know, travel to put on events. | didn't really 
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under my purview like manage staff necessarily, but worked closely with a lot of the 
finance staff, too, so -- 

Q So you didn't supervise anyone? 

A No. 

Q And|think you said this earlier, that the compensation structure was now a 
full-time employee paid by the campaign? 

A That's right. Yes. 

Q_ Andno bonuses for fundraising donations? 

No. 

Q Okay. Do you remember how much you made? 

A My -- | think my negotiated salary was like $250,000 a year. But! don't 
remember the exact start date, but it was like March to November. Sol wouldn't have 
been paid $250,000 because | didn't work for a full year. 

Q Okay. Andcan you tell me where you were in terms of the election 
results? Just like were you watching? Who were you watching with? To be clear, 
this is the 2020. 


A Election night 2020? 


Q Yes. 

A | was at the Trump Hotel. 

Q Okay. And how many people were there with you? 

A Alot. Wehad a big election night watch party. 

Q Was that in like a room or a public area? 

A Several rooms. There were -- we utilized every single room in the hotel 


because there was COVID restrictions then, so it had to be limited amount of people in 


each room. 
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Q The whole hotel was booked up? 

A We had the whole hotel. 

Q Oh, wow. 

And how would you describe the expectation before election night in terms of like 
just your -- or just maybe like your vibe or the group vibe in terms of what you were 
expecting to happen? 

Mr. Rowley. Whose expectation? 

oy a: 

Q Let's start with your personal expectation. 

A My personal expectation. | think my personal hope was that President 
Trump would win. Expectation-wise, | think | was 50/50. _| wasn't really sure what to 
expect. 

Q_ Andat the time -- let me back up for a second. 

The vibe of all the people there, did it seem consistent or did it seem kind of like, 
you know, everybody kind of -- you didn't -- it was like mixed? 

A | think the vibe was nervous and a bit of a roller coaster, you know. 
Excitement and then go down. I've been to a lot of election night parties where you win 
a State, others you know are going down. So it was not clear by the end of the night 
when we went to bed. Sothink | went to bed rather nervous, but like nervous excited. 

Q  Sowhen you went to -- excuse me. Let me note for the record that 
Representative Luria has joined us on the Webex. 

So you said when you went to bed you didn't know what the results were, you 
didn't know if it had been won or lost? 

A __ That's correct. 


Q Okay. And interms of discussions at the time, were there discussions 
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about election issues or fraud issues being a concern like the night of the election? 

Mr. Rowley. You're asking her about whether she was involved in such 

discussions? 
| Yeah. Like whether she remembers that being a topic of discussion. 

Mr. Parrish. That she participated in? 

M.S Yeah. That she participated in or that she heard. Like just a 
personal experience. 

Ms. Wren. | don't recall that, that evening, if we were thinking there was 
election fraud instantly. In my -- | was not in any sort of the word everyone likes to use 
right now, war room or anything. | was entertaining donors. So like we weren't privy 
to any special information regarding things like that. So any information | would've 
gotten would have been from television, like watching it live from CNN or FOX. 

And so if they were talking about any sort of voter fraud, I'm sure that would have 
been a topic that | then talked to the people around me on, but -- 

oy a. 

Q_ No, that makes sense. 

And let me just note for the record that Representative Cheney has also entered 
the Webex. 

So in terms of -- how would you describe the, for lack of a better word, vibe of 
after the election, like immediately after, like the next day? 

A | think people were a little bit nervous and confused about what next steps 
were and where this was going to go. 

Q And what was your personal view? And let me be clear, when | ask, this is 
just kind of like for historical, just the knowledge of it with zero judgment. There's no, 


like, right answer.

But what was your personal view on the election results? 

A At that time -- you know, it's been a year, but | think | woke up thinking there 
was -- that there was still a lot of hope. 

| think that the Arizona call was confusing at that time because it kind of meant, 
okay, well, you have less -- like what State do we pick up at that time. But I'min 
fundraising and not necessarily political, so, like, | don't -- you know, counting electoral, 
like the different votes and how many points each State gets, that's not really what | do. 
And so | think | woke up still optimistic, but not really sure what was going to happen. 

Q_ And |think there were a few days where there were some odd things and 
things were being called. But by the Friday, by the end of that week, did you have some 
sense of whether the election had been won or lost? 


A By the end of that week, iii 


Q_ That sounds like a terrible end to the week. 

ee, did you have a sense of what had happened 
during your downtime? 

A | think there was a great sense of confusion and kind of, | would also argue, 
like fear and anger, too, about the results, and a lack of clarity. 

Q You mentioned a second ago that your focus -- oh. 

You mentioned a minute ago that your focus was really on fundraising. And I'm 
curious. Were you getting calls from folks asking afterwards if there was a legal fund 
that needed money? 

A Yes. 

Q Who were the people that called you about that? 

A | think a lot of the donors were wanting to help in any way. So whether or 


not it was money or boots on the ground, whatever was needed. 
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Q And what was their understanding in terms of, when they were donating 
that money, what did they think the money was going to? 

Mr. Parrish. Objection, calls for speculation. 

oy a: 

Q Oh, let me rephrase. 

What did you tell them, when you were fundraising the money, what the money 
was going to? 

A | may get these numbers wrong, so |'m going to be clear, because they 
changed throughout the years. But when! would solicit funds, it would be for 
something called Trump Victory. And so | think by the end, like right at the end of the 
campaign, | think a couple could give $817,600. 

And so if it was someone that | was soliciting for something that large of a 
donation, | would tell them that the first $5,800 -- or 11,600, because we're talking about 
a couple -- would go to the Donald J. Trump for President campaign. The next $70,000 
would go to the Republican National Committee general fund. And then buckets would 
spill over from there. 

There were three different buckets. There wasa legalfund. There was a State 
party fund, and so that's where that number increased by time as they added different 
State parties into it. And then the other fund was -- there was one other. And that 
total ended up being 817,600. 

So if people were giving in a large amount, really over 250,000 or 500,000, like 
that legal fund was always a talking point that came from within. Now the waterfall 
would move as to where the legal fund would be at times. 

And | never really -- it was a little bit confusing as to where that would be, but it 


was certainly a big talking point that | would give to donors from 2017 all the way till 
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November 2020, would be, you know, we're going to be prepared and we have a legal 
fund. 

Q Oh, so you literally led into my next question, because | was trying to figure 
out what was the timing of the representations that you were just talking about. That 
was all through during the time '17 to '20 when you were working on the campaign? 

A Yes. 

Q_ There was always fundraising for the legal fund? 

Yes. 

Q Okay. And you mentioned a minute ago -- maybe | misheard, but | couldn't 
believe how fast you rattled off those numbers -- but who gives that to you, the 
percentages of where they go? 

A It's in the disclaimer on the contribution forms. But usually, | think, things 
like that were mainly done by the RNC. Because, again, like if you're talking about that 
amount of money, 11,600 goes to the Trump campaign. Everything else are funds 
controlled by the RNC. 

Q Okay. And so at the time that you were there were there directions from 
senior members -- well, let me back up for a second. 

When did you stop fundraising for the Trump campaign? 

A The morning of the election. 

Q Okay. So you were done the morning of the election? 

Done. 

Q_ And prior to the election, what were the directions either from senior 
members of the campaign or the RNC in terms of fundraising specifically for, like, the 
legal efforts, or were there any? 


Mr. Parrish. Objection, form. 
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py. 

Q  Youcan still answer the question. 

A That wasn't really how it worked. It was a talking point within the matrix of 
what you give. And| guess someone could designate a check, that | want this to go to 
the legal fund part. | don't ever remember someone doing that or me asking someone 
todothat. It was always just Trump Victory. _ If they wanted to give $250,000, they 
wrote that to Trump Victory, and then whatever the set waterfall was at that time or the 
accounts it fell into. 

So | was not involved in, like, moving, saying, oh, we need to push up the State 
accounts [inaudible] or anything. 

Q A minute ago you said there was a matrix. Can you explain that? 

A Matrix is the same as | use as the term waterfall. So that was what | 
described earlier about the beginning of the money going to the Trump campaign and 
everything else spilling over to those different funds. 

Q Who gives you the talking points to use in terms of, "This is what we're 
communicating in terms of fundraising"? 

Mr. Parrish. At what time?

Q- Oh,sorry. While you were working on the campaign. | mean, if it's 
changed, you can explain, but -- 

A Right. | don't recall anyone giving me talking points. Like, | know how to 
talk about this. This was the third Presidential campaign or fourth Presidential 
campaign I've worked on, so -- 

Q _Isit fair to say you kind of have autonomy and you pick the things that you 


think will resonate with donors and what's consistent and raises money?

A No, | don't think so, because it was -- | mean, if they were contributing to 
that, they were contributing because of Trump. So there wasn't really a need to go past 
those different accounts. And | also -- as! mentioned, like, very -- | don't recall ever 
doing this, saying, "Oh, you should just designate this only to the legal fund," or 
something. 

| kind of trusted the system of they -- my job was to raise the money, not to spend 
it. Sol would, you know, try to push people to give as much as they were willing and 
able to give. And then what buckets that spilled over to afterwards were already set. 

Q Let meask aclarifying question, and this is just my -- you are fully aware of 
my lack of political knowledge. Sol appreciate every time you explain [inaudible]. 

Is it fair to say that your focus was largely on large dollar donors? 

A From 2017 to 2020, yes, that was my focus. And then when | went in with 
the Trump campaign, it was -- it was still a focus, but also | helped kind of manage -- and it 
had already been started -- but take over the bundling program, which was the Trump 
Victory Finance Committee. 

So that was actually not just focused on large donors. The idea was to get 
anyone who wanted to be involved in the campaign and wanted to solicit funds from 
others to become a bundler. 

That could be -- | dealt with wonderful women who would host a house party at 
their house and would call people and their friends and ask them to give $25. And sol 
would assign them a bundler number and help track that so that they could see their 
progress. 

Q And when do you remember -- let me go back fora second. Maybe | 
misheard you. Did you say you did work with Trump Digital? 


A | didn't mention Trump Digital.

Q When do you remember first communicating with other people about 
organizing events in support of President Trump after the election results? 

A Could you be more specific, please? 

Q Well, if | understood you, you were saying that your fundraising job ended 
on the day of the election. 

A _ Right. 

Q And then after that, when do you remember having conversations about 
doing any events in support of President Trump after that? 

Mr. Rowley. Prior to January 6th? 

oy a. 

Q Yes. 

A The only events that | recall with President Trump during that time was a 
rally in Georgia on the 4th and then the event at the White House Ellipse on the 6th. 

Q Okay. 

A And then Christmas parties and Hanukkah. 

Q_ lappreciate that. Everybody forgets the Hanukkah parties. 

So in terms of your kind of fundraising expertise, what kind of success did you see 
in terms of the fundraising around the messaging that the election had been stolen after 
November 2020? 


Mr. Parrish. Objection, vague. 
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as 8 You can still answer. 


Mr. Rowley. And, ae. the question goes to prior to January 6th, 


correct? 
| | Oh, we can do before January 6th and after January 6th, but let's start 
with before January 6th. 

Mr. Rowley. Well, I'm going to object to anything after January 6th. That's why 
I'm trying to make that point. So if we can keep the record clear. 

a. Well, let's start with before January 6th and then we'll explain why 
after is relevant. 
By a. 

Q But for right now, just before January 6th, what kind of -- as a fundraiser, 
what was your experience in terms of how -- | guess for lack of a better word -- like 
successful that was in terms of a message for fundraising? 

A For me, | don't recall ever soliciting funds during that time. Like | wasn't 
raising money from donors to go into any sort of like account or the RNC -- like the Trump 
campaign -- I'm not really sure how that would've worked, if the campaign could still 
solicit funds after the election. 

| know that there were -- you could still technically, like, | guess, give to the RNC, 
but it may have still been Trump Victory, too, as a term, but | wasn't involved in doing 
that. 

Q And |think you mentioned you were raising money for the January 4th event 
in Georgia. Was that for the Save the US Senate PAC? 

A No. | didn't -- you asked me what events | knew of that the President went 
to and | said the event on the 4th. So Save the US Senate PAC was a super-PAC 


supporting those two candidates, but that super-PAC had nothing to do with the rally on 
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the 4th. 

Q Okay. So let me back up for a second, and | apologize if this wasn't clear. 

What | was asking was, did you communicate with anyone after the election to 
organize events in support of President Trump? And| thought you were saying you 
helped organize the rally in Georgia. 

A Oh. 

Q You're just saying you were aware of it? 

A Aware of it, yes. | wasn't there to help organize. 

Q Okay. So prior to January 6th, between the election and January 6th, did 
you help organize any events in support of President Trump? 

A Christmas parties. 

Q And the Hanukkah party? 

A Yes, exactly. 

Q Okay. And so let me go back fora minute. In terms of the Save the US 
Senate super-PAC, did you raise money for that entity? 

A  lIdid. 

Q Okay. And was any of that fundraising related to the -- did that fundraising 
involve kind of the messaging that the election had been stolen or that election integrity 
was part of that messaging? 

A No. The purpose of Save the US Senate PAC was to have Don, Jr. be 
featured in the ads to speak directly to Georgia voters to say it is important that you vote. 
Because at that time there was concerns over voter suppression of Trump voters who 
were upset about the Georgia election results and that they would not turn out. 

Q Okay. And did you do fundraising after January 6th? 


A I'm a professional fundraiser. That's what | do. 
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Q Okay. No, I'm just saying, some people left the business, so we just kind of 
have to check and see what they're still doing. 

And the reason, let me just give you, to answer Mr. Rowley's question a minute 
ago, the reason that we ask some questions before January 6th and after January 6th is 
because the committee isn't just looking at what happened in a day, right? 

Part of our purview is things that happened before, things that happened after, 
things that impacted things, did things change in terms of how would we prevent the next 
January 6th, and what factors were relevant. 


So when | ask you about what did you see in terms of the success of fundraising -- 


A Right. 

Q- --interms of the message of the election being stolen before January 6th -- 
A Yes. 

Q- --versus after January 6th -- 

A _ Right. 

Q _ --the comparative nature of that makes that relevant. 


So immediately after January 6th, and | would say, like, let's say, like a month 
afterwards, did you see any change between right before January 6th and afterwards in 
terms of any impact that the stolen election message had on the fundraising? 

Mr. Rowley. i. the committee's authorizing resolution speaks in terms of 
events that happened on January 6th and the causes of January 6th. So| don't see the 
relevance of anything that may have happened after January 6th in terms of fundraising. 

Ms. Wren is a professional fundraiser. She continued to work after January 6th. 
So | think questions after January 6th about her fundraising activities really exceed the 
scope of the authorizing resolution for the select committee. 


a. | understand what you're saying. | will say that there has been 
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evidence in reporting that the nature of some of the fundraising was also tied to some of 
the folks who were present at the Capitol. The fundraising metrics actually correlate 
with that. So there is a tie in terms of fundraising before and fundraising after. 

And | don't think the House resolution is so narrow that activity after January 6th 
wouldn't be relevant, especially when it comes to something as core as fundraising. 

I'm not asking her the whole year since then, I'm just saying, immediately after 
January 6th, did she notice any difference. | don't think that would be so outside of the 
purview. 

Mr. Rowley. As long as we're not going into a lot of detail about her activities 
after January 6th -- 

Mo. No. 

Mr. Rowley.  -- then I'll withdrawal the objection. But if we -- you know, if you 

persist and you want to get into specific things after that, | will object. 
pao No. lappreciate that. And like | said, we're just trying to get a 
sense of in terms of, before and after, did you notice any change. 

Mr. Parrish. Just objection on vague and ambiguous. 

The Witness. | could speak specifically to after the election and that period 
leading up to January 6th. There was frustration by myself and others. The donors 
wanted to help and they wanted to contribute to things to help. | did not have an outlet 
for them to contribute to. 

Like, if they loved the work that Rudy Giuliani was doing, there was no way to 
contribute to Rudy Giuliani's efforts that | was ever aware of, like, because the campaign 
was closed by then so | wasn't fundraising for Trump Victory at that time. 

| was frustrated during that time because | would get -- and | want to be clear that 


I'm not going to give any names when | say this -- but | got calls from several donors 
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saying, "I just saw Sidney Powell on FOX News and | gave $250,000 on her website." 

And | didn't understand who she was, what was going -- and so | was worried 
about money being wasted and going places, and these people were wanting to give in 
good faith. And | did not understand where -- like what these entities were and where 
that money would go. 

py a. 

Q Andto be clear, when you say "these entities," are you talking about, like, 
the individual lawyers? 

A __ Right. 

Q Like, | think you mentioned Giuliani? | think you mentioned Ms. Powell? 

A Yes, 

Q Okay. But were you aware of, for lack of a better word, organizations that 
were involved in the legal effort, like RAGA, the Republican Attorney Generals 
Association? 

A | was not aware -- like, they weren't fundraising off of election integrity 
things at that time, to my knowledge. 

Q You do not believe they were? 

A Yeah. No, | don't -- | don't recall like any -- | don't -- | don't -- they could 
have been doing digital fundraising or things like that. But that was not an organization 
to where | got, like, calls from donors saying, you know, "| want to be giving to them," or, 
like, | wasn't really privy to that. 

Q  Sointerms of your involvement in -- I'm going to -- I'll say -- | don't want to 
say Stop the Steal because there's the Stop the Steal Coalition and that gets very 
confusing. So let's just call it election fraud, like the election fraud fundraising. 


In terms of your involvement in that between the election and January 6th, can 
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you explain what role you had there specifically? 

Mr. Parrish. Objection, form. 

The Witness. My role was that | had spent 4 years of my life meeting with 
donors and asking them to give to Trump Victory and President Trump, and they had. 
And | said, you know, we're going to be prepared. There's going to be a legal fund and 
you're going to be funding it and we will have lawyers on the ground. And so from that 
time, | did what | would call mainly donor maintenance. 

These donors had invested a significant amount of money and they wanted to 
understand, like, where their investment was going and what was going on. Sol spoke 
very frequently with a lot of our major contributors at that time, would visit with them 
and try and keep them updated. 

But | wasn't, | would say, during that time ever really like actively soliciting funds 
for anything. | was just more talking with them about their thoughts and trying to relay 
information, just things that were ongoing at that time? 

py 

Q Anda minute ago you mentioned a couple of the attorneys. But if a donor 
reached out and said, "Hey, I'm really interested in, you know, Ms. Powell and | want to 
donate," would you help facilitate that connection for them to donate to them directly? 

A That is something that | would do as a professional fundraiser. But specific 
to Ms. Powell, no. | didn't know her and | didn't -- | know she had a website. | don't 
know if | knew what that website was, and | -- if someone had called me and really 
wanted to give to Ms. Powell, and | don't recall doing this, but | would have probably 
looked up to try and find her website and, like, sent it to them. 

But | think at that time | was more getting information after the fact, that people 


had seen her on TV and then told me that they had donated on her website. 
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Q Did you ever connect any of your donors with any of the attorneys that were 
working on the election fraud cases between the election and January 6th? 

A | don't recall specifics, but that wouldn't necessarily surprise me. 

Q Do you remember an attorney named Lin Wood? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you connect any of your donors with him to donate any money? 

A No. 

Q And |think you mentioned this earlier. You had some conversations 
regarding the Save the Senate PAC after discussions on New Year's. And | specifically, 
actually, want to turn to exhibit 54. And you have access to this, but it's in the redacted 
portion. 

You're having a conversation with Charlie Kirk on December 15th, who | believe is 
with Turning Point Action. There's a conversation where you tell him, "Don't tell her 
about Georgia. She fully," quote, "boycott if they don't certify for Trump." And Charlie 
Kirk says, "Yeah. Okay. Then just say our continued good work then." 

| think you're talking about Ms. Fancelli there, yes? 

A Yes. 

Q  Whatwas your concernthere? Like, what did that mean? 

A It's similar to what | mentioned earlier about there was a large amount of 
people who felt like the election in Georgia was fraudulent, and so they were frustrated 
and there was almost this sense of boycott, of they weren't going to, like, vote, or they 
didn't think the election systems were real. 

And so my concern at that time was, we need to make sure that we are speaking 
to Trump supporters and that they understand that the election will be safeguarded and 


that they should turn out and vote for Senators Loeffler and Perdue on January 5th. 
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Q Was your concern, though, about her voting or about her donation? 

A That comment was made specifically to -- actually, | don't see it here. Is 
there -- 

Q___ | think you have to access the -- it's the one on the bottom of 000754. 

A Oh, it's redacted? 

Mr. Kanters. | got it right here. 

| And while you're reviewing, | just need to note for the record that 
Representative Schiff has entered on the Webex. But take your time. 

The Witness. Oh, okay. So this was in mid-December, and | had had a 
conversation with Julie about, like, funding priorities. And she had talked frequently 
about how she was worried about the youth, and that | told her that Charlie Kirk is doing 
a wonderful job in that space and that | wanted her to get to meet him and that he was 
having an event in Palm Beach sometime like between December 20th and 25th maybe. 

So | invited her to go, and | wanted to set up a one-on-one meeting with her and 
Charlie so that Charlie could ask her for a contribution. 

And so this was in mid-December, me having this conversation with him. And 
then he said Turning Point Action, which is their 501(c)(4) -- they also have a 501(c)(3), 
Turning Point USA -- and he was saying to me, here's our instructions. And this -- we are 
going to be doing, like, work in Georgia, because that was a big pitch to donors during 
that moment in time. 

And this was me telling her Georgia's not a good pitch forher. Like, Julie was of 
the opinion that, to my recollection, as many others were of, they were worried about 
President Trump at that time. They weren't concerned about a majority in the Senate. 

So it wasn't -- that would not -- Charlie does a lot of very good work, and that 


specific line would not be a good talking point in a meeting with Julie. 
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By a: 

Q  Sothat makes sense. So, like, your thing was her priority -- she's a Trump 
donor, like her priority is President Trump. Like, trying to get Georgia is not a point she's 
going to care about. 

A Yeah. She has grandchildren, and the reason | wanted to introduce him is 
because she was worried about the youth and people on campus. So if you're going to 
ask her for funding, that would be where her interest would be. 

Q_ That makes sense. 

In terms of early December, did you have any involvement in the brief that Texas 
Attorney General Paxton filed in terms of trying to get other AGs -- excuse me, attorney 
generals -- to sign on to the filing? 

A | knew that Ken Paxton was filing an amicus brief and then wanted other AGs 
to get involved. And so| do think | spoke to a couple of the AGs about that. 

Q Do you remember which States? 

A West Virginia, Utah. 

Q And was that fundraising conversations or was it more actually like 
encouraging the AGs to sign on to the brief? 

A It wasn't fundraising. There was nothing fundraising related to it. 

Q It was just signing on to support it? 

A | think it was just calling them about it and asking, you know, "Are you and 
what's the status of this?" 

Q_ Anddid you work with the -- can | call it RAGA for short, the Republican 
Attorney Generals Association? 

A Yes. Yeah. Right. 


Q Okay. As long as everybody knows that I'm using the acronym. 
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But did you work with RAGA at all on that or was that something that you did kind 


of on your own initiative? 


Mr. Rowley. | don't understand the question. 


| OY When you were reaching out to the attorney generals about the brief, 


was that on your own initiative or was that something that you did through RAGA? 


The Witness. | would say that's my own initiative. Like, it wasn't -- 


Ms. Cheney. [RR can | ask a question? 


ves, ma'am. 


Ms. Cheney. Ms. Wren, who asked you to make those phone calls? 
The Witness. | don't recall anyone asking me. | think it's something that I, 
thinking back on that time, would have offered to do. 
= 9 Who would you have -- I'm sorry. Go ahead. 
Ms. Cheney. Nope. That's all right. 
So your testimony is that you just determined on your own to call attorneys 
general around the country about an amicus brief in front of the Supreme Court? 
The Witness. Yes. 
Ms. Cheney. Thank you. 
BY a: 
Q And just going back a moment, you said you would've offered to do that. 


Would you have offered to do that for somebody? 


A Well, at that time Ken Paxton was the like author of it. Soto my testimony, 


| don't recall Paxton directing me, or asking me to, or RAGA. 


My point is, it was a year ago, | don't remember the call, but it is in my nature to 


have offered, said, "What can | be doing to help right now?" = Think that was a lot of 


peoples’ attitude. 
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Q  Andwhen you say, "What can! be doing to help?" are you having 
conversations with Attorney General Paxton or his staff? Are you offering to help them? 

A Oh, yeah. 

Q Okay. And so do you remember who you conversed with, either Attorney 
General Paxton or anyone on his staff, about those efforts to help? 

A Paxton and Aaron Reitz. 

Q  Canyou spell the last name by any chance? 

A R-e-i-t-z. 

Q_ Andis that E-r-i-n? 

A Oh, no. A-a-r-o-n, | think. 

Q_ Sois it a gentleman? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. Ihavetocheck. And do you remember what his title was? 

A l|donot. 

Q Okay. Howdid you come to know Mr. Reitz in terms of his involvement 
with Paxton? 

A | would imagine that Paxton would've connected me with him. 

Q _ Sodid you reach out to Paxton and Paxton connected you with Reitz? 

A That's probably how it would've gone, but | talk to a lot of the AGs all the 
time. Sol don't, like, recall exactly the process there. 

Q Okay. And1 just need to note for the record that Representative Aguilar 
left the Webex. 

Would you have -- let me go back for a second. 

The calls that you made to the AGs about signing on to the brief and your 


awareness of the brief, did that come from talking to Attorney General Paxton first? 
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A | don't recall. 

Q Okay. And just -- I'm not trying to trick you, and maybe let me be more 
clear. | was trying to figure out, did you hear about the brief, call AG Paxton, and say, 
"How dol help?" Or did AG Paxton call you and say, "You're really good at this. Hey, 
we're doing this. Could you help?" 

A | do not remember at that time. 

MS. 3S Okay. Does investigative counsel have a question? 
By as: 

Q  Sodo you remember the -- Ms. Wren, the timing of the brief was that 
General Paxton filed it late December 7th. Do you remember knowing before he filed it 
that it was coming? The lawsuit that is. 

A | wouldn't understand that because | don't really know if an amicus brief is a 
lawsuit or this is -- 

Q Whatever the nature, the filing that General Paxton did, were you aware 
before he filed it or only after, to the best of your memory? 

A | don't know how to answer. | don't understand it because | thought it was 
like an amicus brief that multiple people sign onto. | didn't know if it was 
something that was filed. So1 don't know the process. 

Q Sure. What was your understanding from Attorney General Paxton about 
why you needed to speak to the other attorneys general to sign on? What was the 
importance of that? 

Mr. Parrish. Objection, form. 

The Witness. You know, it wasa year ago. What | recall is that this was 
something that was important. And so if | would've called, it would've probably been to 


ask, like, "Are you signing on to this?" 
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Q What was the reaction of the attorney general in Utah when you called? 
a. Oh, sorry. | need to note for the record that Representative Aguilar 
just rejoined. My apologies. 

The Witness. | donot recall. |'m not even sure if he did sign on or didn't. 

aa What was the other attorney general? 

a. (West Virginia. 

The Witness. West Virginia. 

Cy a: 

Q What was the reaction of that attorney general? 

A —————————— | have to go." | do remember 
that. 

Q And what was your messaging to them when you talked to each of them 
about whether and why to join on? 

A | don't recall what my messaging would have been. 

Q_ Was it linked in any way to fundraising or just the merits of -- 

A No. It had nothing to do with fundraising. 

Pe oe iN That's it. 

ae. | might've missed this. You're in fundraising. So why are you 
calling these attorneys general about the amicus brief? 

The Witness. |am_a professional fundraiser, but also, you know, | do other 
things as well. And so often when people -- | can't speak, like that wasn't within my role 
or hat as a fundraiser when | was doing that. There was no fundraising tied to that. 

By 
Q | guess I'm a little confused in the sense of, having read a lot of the texts and 


emails, you were -- there's a political savviness. Like, | remember there was a text 
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where | think -- and you'll remember this -- | think Senator Thune said something and 
you -- he said something kind of like about -- I'm going to butcher this -- Tuberville 
making -- like, "Oh, he should just acknowledge that the President lost," and I'm 
paraphrasing. But as soon as that came out, you texted somebody and said, "Can we 
get an ad up like immediately, right, like criticizing that?" 

And in terms of the conversations that you had with the attorney generals -- well, 
let me ask this a different way. 

Do you frequently talk to States' attorney generals that the conversations are that 
unmemorable? 

A | do frequently speak with AGs. 

Q How often? 

Very often. 

Q Okay. And specifically there in early December when you're having the 
conversations with them, do you know what the amicus brief is about, what General 
Paxton was filing? 

A | think at that time | had some sort of understanding, but | don't really know 
what an amicus brief is. 

Q But you wouldn't have picked up the phone and called West Virginia or 
Utah's attorney generals without understanding the ramifications and its importance, 
would you? 

A I think so. I|trust Ken Paxton. So, like, if it was something that he 
believed was a good thing to be doing, then -- and there were a number of AGs that were 
on board with it. So that's not -- I'm not an attorney, so it wasn't my role to analyze the 
lawsuit or amicus brief. I'm not sure what the difference is. 


Q No,no. |getthat. | guess what I'm confused by -- and | don't want to 
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make this more complicated than it needs to be -- but it sounded like Attorney General 
Paxton filed amicus briefs that basically made certain legal arguments that would have 
supported President Trump and then you called other attorney generals to try to get 
them to sign on to those amicus briefs. 

Wasn't there an element of advocacy to that, that you were calling the other 
States to sign on to something? And didn't you have to understand what you were 
advocating for? 

A | don't recall it being just advocacy and more calling to see what a, like, 
status was if | was calling an AG. It could have been that they had already signed on or 
were planning to sign on. 

Q But why would he have you do that and not a staff member to just call and 
check and say, "Hey, where are you at?" There's just something about it that 
doesn't -- you offered to help. So what was your help? Because helping to check on 
the status is like -- 

A _ Right. 

Q_ --isastaff member job. 

| can see from your texts you are very persuasive, right? Like, you're a very good 
fundraiser. So wasn't part of why you were calling -- like, the help that you were 
providing General Paxton when you were calling these States, wasn't it to convince them 
to sign on to the brief with General Paxton? 

A It would depend on what AG we're talking about specifically. And| 
mentioned | don't remember from one year ago what the status was or which AGs that | 
didtalk to. Andso if | called someone and they said, "Oh, I've already signed on," or "I 
am signing on." 


Q Okay. Maybe l'm not -- and I'm really not trying to make this -- all we're 
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trying to understand is, at the time after you spoke with Attorney General Paxton, when 
you called other AGs, was your goal to try to convince them to sign on to the brief with 
AG Paxton? 

A | think it would be fair to say that during that time they wanted to show a 
large number of people signed on to an amicus brief. And so| think that a goal would 
have been to have as many AGs as possible on that. 

Q Because if he starts and he's alone, that looks bad, right? Bult if it's a bunch 
of States that are signing on with him, then it looks like a lot of States agree. 

So it makes perfect sense to reach out to somebody with persuasive skills and say, 
"Hey, can you help us call these AGs?" you call AGs. 

And that's all we're trying to understand, is that it sounded like the relationship 
was, regardless of the sequence, you wanted to help, you reached out to Paxton, he says, 
"| need other people to sign on to this because if Texas is the only one in the wind, it 
looks bad." And you reach out to West Virginia, Utah, possibly other States to try to get 
them to sign on to the brief. Is that fair? 

Mr. Parrish. Objection, form. There's so many statements inthere. If you 
want to ask a question that's a straightforward question, you can. 

| CS Do you understand the question? 

Mr. Parrish. But you've made ten statements and maybe three questions in

Q Did you not understand the question? | thought you understood the 
question. But|l can clarify if you need me to. 

A | understood where you were going, but | think throughout certain of those

Q Andthat's fine. I'm not literally saying, "What did you say to the AG of 
West Virginia?" We're literally just trying to understand -- and | think we do -- that your 
offer to help was to call other AGs to try to get them to sign on with AG Paxton. Is that 
an accurate summary? 

A | think that seems like an accurate summary. What! want to be clear, 
though, like | wouldn't have gone into the legal merits of something. Like | don't 
know -- | still don't know what an amicus brief is. 

Q__iI'mnot sitting here saying that you went paragraph by paragraph on the 
constitutionality. So let me be clear, I'm literally just saying -- oh, sorry. 

Ms. Cheney. I've got a question. 

Ms. Wren, when you reached out to these AGs, how did you represent yourself? 

The Witness. | didn't have to represent myself in a certain capacity. I've known 
these AGs for a long time. So many of them | had fundraised for, for their own 
campaigns, when! had my firm. And then they knew that | had worked for Trump ina 
capacity, too. 

So it wasn't, "Let me" -- "I'm Caroline Wren with the Trump campaign," or 
something. _ It's, "Hey, I'm Caroline Wren and I'm someone that you've spoken to, like, 
once a month for 3 years." 

Ms. Cheney. And when you spoke to them once a month for 3 years, it would 
have been in a fundraising capacity. 

The Witness. No. Many of them! considered to be friends and | speak to them 
often about things, about their personal lives, my personal life, fundraising, politics in 
general. 


Ms. Cheney. Thank you. 


’ 
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Q Anddid you become aware that the President moved to intervene in the 
case himself? 

A | don't know what that means. 

Q_ That he wanted to participate in a lawsuit, President Trump? 

A | don't know what that means. 

Q Did you know that he tried to just be involved in the lawsuit, President 
Trump, personally? You don't know or not? 

A No. As I've mentioned, like, | don't even know what an amicus brief is 
versus a lawsuit. Sol don't understand with Trump. 

Q  Notthat particular. Okay. 

A So, no, | don't know that. | don't. 

Q_ And Attorney General Reyes from Utah, that's his name? 

A _ Right. 

Q  Hedidsignontothe brief. Were you aware of that? 

A AsI| mentioned earlier, | wasn't aware of what he ultimately did. 

Q_ And Patrick Morrisey is from West Virginia? 

A Yes. 

Q  Andhedidsignon? Yes? You don't know? 


Mr. Rowley. If you know. 
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The Witness. | remember that my conversation with him was about how he was 


———ah and he was going to talk to someone in his office. 
BY a: 


Q Okay. And were you aware of the tweets that President Trump was doing 


at the time after General Paxton filed, but before these other States signed on, 


encouraging other States to join? 
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A | would imagine | would've seen tweets to that effect. 
Q  Doyou remember that? 
No. 

Q Is that something you would've naturally brought up to the attorneys 
general, that the President was focused on this and was tweeting on it if he was? 

A The President would tweet a number of different things every day. And so 
I'm sure that these AGs' own staff would have seen that. 

But also it wouldn't be a -- | don't recall any specifics and it wasn't in any of my 
documents, but it wouldn't shock me if | had shared like a screen shot or a President's 
tweet with someone that was talking about that if that was the context of the 
conversation | was having. 

a. | guess let me ask you this, and it goes kind of to Representative 
Cheney's question in terms of how you were representing yourself. Because for a while 
you were on the Trump campaign, you have relationships we'll talk about later with some 
people who are very close to the campaign or possibly even family. 

And I'm trying to picture these calls with the AGs where, you know, and as 
lawyers, like, amicus briefs are boring, right? 

But if you're not talking with them about the legalities of it and you're not talking 
about fundraising and you have these personal relationships, is there a -- are you 
representing, you know, as a Trump person in Trump world, friendly with the Trumps, 
like, "This is something that you should do." 

The Witness. No. There's no reason for me to, like, represent myself ina 
certain way. As| mentioned, like, | know these AGs very well. Like the attorney 
general of Utah, | spent Easter with him and hosted him at my country club. Like, so 


we're not -- | don't have to call and say -- that's not a conversation or an introduction that 
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| would have with them. Like, they've known me for a very long time. 

a. Yeah. | guess -- | guess -- and | hate -- | hate -- | don't mean to beat a 
dead horse, | really don't, but when you say, like, | don't know the legalities and it's not 
about fundraising and | don't really understand what amicus briefs are, then I'm kind of 
like then what is the content of the conversation of why they should sign on to the briefs 
with AG Paxton other than to support President Trump? Like what's left? 

Mr. Rowley. Didn't she already say that she was checking on status when she 
called these AGs? 

The Witness. |talk to AGs often. So if | talked to the Utah AG, | don't know, 
like | probably would've covered a number of topics and it could have been, "Are you 
doing? Are you signing on?" 

| also could have asked -- called to ask him for counsel, like, "Is this a good 
lawsuit? Is this a good idea? Have you looked at it?" 

And that's what I'm saying. | don't know. | don't recall from one year ago, like, 


what he would've said. The only specific conversation | recall having was Morrisey 
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[10:59 a.m.] 
HE. Okay. | totally under understand that. 


Are there any other questions on that topic?

a. Any from the Representatives? 


Ms. Cheney. Ms. Wren, just to understand, how did the amicus brief come to 
your attention? 

The Witness. | do not recall. 

Ms. Cheney. And | appreciate that you're not an attorney, and you were not 
familiar with what an amicus brief is. So, when you were making calls to States 
attorneys general, you were asking them to sign on to something, but you weren't 
familiar with what it was? 

The Witness. No, that's not what| said. | didn't say that | was calling to ask 
them to sign on to something. As | mentioned, | don't recall the conversations with each 
of them. It could have been asking their opinion of what they thought about it. It 
could have been asking the status. 

Ms. Cheney. Thank you. 

By 

Q_ And, just going to your time with the campaign, there were three individuals 
that | think you hired to work with you, | think on the side on January 6th. | think they 
worked with you on the campaign. I'm going to try to pronounce their name, Cassidy 
Kofen (ph)? 

A Kofoed (ph). 


Q_ Kiera Schaefer (ph) and Maggie Mulvaney? 
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A Yes. 

Q Can you tell me what their roles were on the campaign? 

A Maggie was the director of finance operations. Kiera (ph) did finance 
advance, is what we call it. And Cassidy (ph) was an intern that we then -- | actually 
don't know if she ever -- if she was a staffer or an intern -- a staff assistant or something. 

Q_ And| know you said you didn't supervise anyone. How did you know those 
women from the campaign? 

A They were in my department. 

Q_ The finance department? 

A Yep. 

Q_ And did you just call them after the election and say, "Hey, |, have this event, 
do you want to work it"? 

A No. It would have been. | don't remember the specifics of the timing 
with each of the three, but | think it wouldn't have been until probably early January that 
| would have asked any of them. And it was to help me with the registration desk that 
morning. 

Q Okay. And we'll come back to that later. 

Okay. So let's talk about, in terms of the events leading up to the rally, there was 
a tweet that the President made on December 19th, and, unfortunately, his account was 
shut down. Sol'm just going to read it, but it was sometimes referred to as the 
WildProtest tweet. | think you may have a copy in your original PowerPoint. But it is 
basically the one that says: Peter Navarro releases 36-page report alleging election 
fraud. More than sufficient to swing victory to Trump. A great report by Peter. 
Statistically impossible to have lost the 2020 election. Big protest in D.C. on January 6th. 


Bethere. Will be wild. 
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Do you have any idea how this tweet comes about? 

A No. 

Q Okay. Were you in touch with anyone at that time in the White House or 
on the Trump campaign about the event -- an event on January 6th? 

A No. 

Q Okay. Had you talked with anybody from Women for America First or 
anybody in relation to an event on January 6th? 

A Not until the email, the info went out on the 26th or 27th. 

Q Okay. So you don't -- you don't hear from anyone at all, but there's an 
event on January 6th at the time of that tweet? 

A My recollection of hearing of an event on January 6th would have been likely 
on the 22nd, from Julie. Now, as | mentioned before, | obviously would follow the 
President's tweets. And so l'm not saying, like, | didn't see that or something, but | -- | 
don't remember ever like knowing of some rally or anything that the President was -- | 
wouldn't even say the President was going to attend because, on the 22nd, when | heard 
about this, | didn't really have any expectation of the President attending. 

Q__I'msorry to interrupt you. | just need to note that Representatives Lofgren 
and Murphy joined on the Webex. 

| think you're referring to exhibit 3. Can youturntothat one? And let's just 
make sure I'm thinking of the right thing. 

A Yes. 

Q So this is an email on December 22nd to Schuylar Long, and that's somebody 
who works for Julie Fancelli, right? 

A That's right. 


Q Now, inthe email, you say: | wanted to follow up with you regarding the 
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Million MAGA March on January 6th. You've already heard about it at that point. 

A Julie had called and told me about it. And so then she had asked me to 
follow up with her, but she wasn't that much of an email person. Sol had left the 
conversation by saying: Okay. I'll try to put together a proposal or something in 
relation to this. So this is me following up regarding the Million MAGA March on 
January 6th. 

Q  Anddo you have idea, and | know it was a while ago, but can you remember 
how long before that email on the 22nd you had the conversation with Ms. Fancelli? 

A |--| don't. So because, during that time, | was talking to Ms. Fancelli quite 
often. So| just -- | don't know when in that window | would have learned about it, but 
to make a memo like that, it probably would have taken me a day, but this was at 6 p.m. 
So it could have been at 9 a.m. that | talked to her and then made it that day, or it could 
have been the day before. 

Q Okay. But you don't think it was like a week before? 

A No, no. 

Q Just like a day or two? 

A Yeah. 

Q Andcan you tell me, how do you -- when do you remember getting first 
involved with Ms. Fancelli? 

A | don't necessarily remember. | think -- | think | may have spoken to her for 
the first time sometime like late 2019 or early 2020. 

Q  Andcan you just tell me, like, how did that come to be? Did she find you? 
Did you call her? 

A | called her. 


Q Did somebody direct you to call her? 
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A No. A lot of what my focus was on during fundraising at that time was to 
find what we call lapsed donors. And lapsed donors would be someone who donated 
significantly at some point to the President. So they donated in, like, 2016 or 2017 or 
2015 -- well, not really 2015 -- and then hadn't given, you know, during a certain time. 
And so, she -- | think it was one | identified that had given earlier and then hadn't really 
given again. Andso that's why | was saying sometime probably in 2019 or 2020 is when 
| would have called her and got her on the line and said, you know, would you be willing 
to donate? 

Q_ Sois -- this email, is this how you kind of get started even thinking about the 
Million MAGA March? 

A Yes. 

Ms. Cheney. | have another question. 

a. Yes, 

Ms. Cheney. Ms. Wren, from the period of the election to January 6th, which 
entities were you fundraising for? 

The Witness. None. The only was Save the U.S. Senate PAC, that -- well, it's 
difficult to say because | -- when we get to January 6th, remember that was where, like, 
Turning Point and this other came in. But see -- that's a tough question to answer. 

Like, in November, | think maybe -- | don't know when Save the U.S. Senate PAC 
was formed, but it may have been then, but otherwise like nothing really in November. 
And then, in December, that was -- | may have solicited some others to, like, come to 
Charlie Kirk's event for Turning Point. And other than that, like, there wasn't really 
much. 

Ms. Cheney. So just those two were the only ones you were soliciting funds for 


after the election? 
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The Witness. | think so, until | -- up until then with the Republican Attorneys 
General Association. | was planning to reassign them as a client, but | believe that Julie 
Fancelli was the first person | approached to give to RAGA. 

Ms. Cheney. And then when you were doing the donor maintenance that you 
described earlier, who was giving you the names of people to contact? 

The Witness. Noonewas. My phone --| would get 100 calls a day probably. 

If you see the screen shots of the text messages in all these exhibits, you can see | usually 
have between 580 to 700 unread text messages on any given day. 

Ms. Cheney. Were you in touch with Kimberly Guilfoyle during this period? 

The Witness. Yes. 

Ms. Cheney. And was she giving you names of people to contact? 

The Witness. If Kimberly called me and said, "Hey, would you call x person, they 
had a question for you," | would have done it. But it wasn't -- we weren't like coming up 
with lists to say, oh, we need to contact this person for any particular reason. It was 
much more of the outreach coming to us of people saying, you know, what's going on? 
Can you give me updates? 

Ms. Cheney. Thank you. 

Q_ Andso, turning back to your conversations with Ms. Fancelli in terms of 
fundraising for an event -- 

A __ Right. 

Q Is it your understanding that she wants to basically put on or help an event 
on the 6th? 

A That had to be specific to, at this time, on the 22nd, which is the first time in 


my records that | knew about something. The memo attached is kind of an interesting 
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one because | -- | what | remember about it is that her telling -- calling me about an event 
on the 6th but no context as to what it was. And then how much would it cost to -- she 
wanted to see a lot of people there in D.C., so how much would that cost? And so the 
memo that | made, it was kind of a scaling of what the budgets would be for bussing, but 
I've never been involved in anything related to bussing. So | would have had to have 
asked others and then kind of put it into a math equation, and that's why you saw this 
sort of scaling budget because she never -- she didn't indicate how much she wanted to 
give. And | didn't really do any followup research on it other than provide this. And 
then the response was, you know, thank you, this is up in the air. And then we -- we 
went into Christmas; we didn't really talk. And then! met with her on the 26th. 

Q Who did you -- a moment ago, | think you said that you would have reached 
out to some people for help. Who did you reach out to help you put together this 
Million MAGA March overview? 

A Taylor Budowich. 

Q_ I'msorry? 

A Taylor Budowich. 

Q  Budowich. I've been pronouncing that wrong. Okay. Thank you. 

And what conversations did you have with him in terms of preparing that 
overview? 

A He had worked -- | knew he had worked at Tea Party Express before and had 
runa bus tour. Andso| had no idea if a bus costs $100 or $10,000. So it was a basic 
conversation of, how many people -- how hard is it to contract buses, you Know? Like, if 
we wanted a 100 buses, could we even find 100 buses, or is it 20? And what do they 
cost? And so just kind of basic level conversations like that. 


Q And does he say anything about anybody that he would use for the buses or 
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that Tea Party Express would do the buses? 

A We did not go into like vendor conversations at that time. |'m sure | would 
have said: If she wants to move forward with this plan, would you be able to execute it? 
Because executing a bus plan is not something! do. But | don't recall having a 
conversation about Tea Party Express being the vendor to use because it was unclear like 
what exactly Julie wanted to do with this. 

Q _Isit fair to say that your conversation with him would have been focused on 
what's a reasonable number to propose for buses, like more focused on kind of like the 
amount needed as opposed to the mechanics of the bussing? 

A Um, no, because | think that -- | don't have it in front of me -- | think it starts 
at maybe around 25,000 and goes up to, like, 250,000? 30,000? Yeah. Soshe 
never -- she never indicated how much she wanted to spend at all. So that's why it's 
such a wide -- 30,000 to 500,000. ‘| just wanted to be to able show her, like, this is 
what -- if the objective is to get as many people, then, this, | guess, is like what an outline 
could look like. But | hadn't started to think further of how to actually execute this 
because she hadn't indicated on -- she hadn't signed off or anything like. 

Q When she starts having -- actually, let me step back fora second. At this 
point, what do you see your role when you're having conversations with her in terms of 
what she wants you to do for January 6th for her? 

A Right. | don't view my relationship with donors as a, like, role specific to 
them. | -- when! mention the term "donor maintenance," donors call me all the time 
asking for help on a number different things. And | -- | help them often on things like 
that. So, |--| think, for a project like this, if she had signed off and given a budget on 
what that was, then | would have identified a group to be able doit. | probably would 


have asked Taylor to be in charge of, like, the bussing systems since it's not what | do. 
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And then just made sure that it flowed correctly and that the funding that Ms. Fancelli 
intended for was spent wisely. 

Q__ So, to that point, at some point, there are a number of organizations that are 
involved where funds go out to Women for America First, Turning Point, et cetera. How 
did that come to pass? Like, who decides that those organizations get the money for 
those tasks? 

A Are we now just going specifically into how the funding ended up being 
chosen for Ms. Fancelli? 

Q Yes. 

A Can | get the -- is the budget -- 

Q_I'msorry. There was an issue with the way they came in. You may have it 
easier than we do. 

A Okay. So you wanted to jump to -- your question is, why were these 
organizations chosen -- 

Q_ Right. 

A -- for funding? 

Q Yeah. Whyis Tea Party -- why is Turning Point chosen, Tea Party, Turning 
Point, RAGA, Women for America First? Why do they get money? 

Mr. Parrish. From Ms. Fancelli? 

| | From Ms. Fancelli. 

The Witness. It would be easier for me if | could just give the background on 
each one of those. 

By a: 

Q Sure. 


A So, as we mentioned, | met with her on the 26th, and we talked about a 
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number of different, like, funding priorities that she had. So the followup document 
that | sent to her incorporates things from that meeting. The first would have been 
Turning Point action. And so, at the beginning of our conversation, we talked about 
those text messages with Charlie Kirk, like that was one | had identified that | thought Ms. 
Fancelli would like to support. She had heard of Charlie. And sol was wanting her to 
go tothe conference. She was unable to go to the conference. Andso, when | went to 
go meet with her that day, | was expecting to talk about a few different things, but one 
was to talk to her about Turning Point USA and the work that they do and set up a call 
between her and Charlie. So that was one of first conversations that we had. 

During that conversation, that's where she went in a bit more about how she has 
grandchildren. This is a funding priority for her. | think we talked about a new 
program Charlie started, called Turning Point Faith, that focuses on registering voters in 
their churches. And that's something that Ms. Fancelli would have felt strongly about. 
And so | reached out to Charlie even during that meeting to see if he could do a call with 
her, and he was on a plane, and they ended up connecting. And that is where she 
ended up committing a million dollars to Turning Point, one of the entities. And, over 
the next several days, that's where there's discussions of, is it the (c)(4) or the (c)(3), 
and -- but that million |, think that if you would -- the January 6th had never happened or 
solicited, like, | think she would have donated to 1 million to Charlie Kirk anyway. Like, 
that was a priority to her. It was something that she wanted todo. And it was 
something that | had gone over there to talk to her about. 

The second is Save U.S. Senate PAC. That was one where she had already given | 
think at this point probably 250,000 early sometime in November or December. And 
then that was the other, like, the thing that | went over there and wanted to talk to her 


about specifically, and said this is incredibly important. The balance of the Senate is on 
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the line. And so she had told me, you know, while that wasn't her top priority, you 
know, she trusted me and if that's where she felt like funding should go, that she would 
be happy doit. And sol think from this document I'm looking at, this was a 
recommendation | gave to her. So then she gave notes back and reviewed. So| don't 
think she did 500,000. [think it was less. But then the total she ended up giving it was 
about 850,000 to Save U.S. Senate PAC. And Save the U.S. Senate PAC had nothing to 
do with the rally. It was just, like, the Georgia race was the day before so we were in 
that pocket of time. 

Then Tea Party Express, that was where, when we started to talk about January 
6th and one of her objectives or goals was to get as many people there as possible, which 
was reflected in the Million MAGA March memo, that's where Tea Party Express was a 
vendor that | recommended because they had experience in bussing. And then -- do 
you want me to just go one by one? 

Q Uh-huh. 

A Alex Jones was one | ended up on -- | think this was the day -- | think this was 
the day -- the 27th, I'm not positive, but she had called, someone in her office had called, 
| believe like the Infowars hotline or something and someone had called back. She was 
calling -- 

Q  Wecancome back to that because that's going to be a larger conversation -- 

A -- so then Rule of Law Defense Fund RAGA, was -- | would say kind of similar 
to Turning Point or Save the U.S. Senate to where election integrity was important, or so 
it was just the rule of law in general. And, at this point, a talking point that | was having 
with donors was, look, we are most likely going to have no chambers of government over 
the next 2 years, | mean, unless we won Georgia. So, you know, the last line of defense 


is the AGs, and | think that there are some fights going on -- between corporate board 
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rooms, government, and the AGs are kind of the last -- and so this should be a priority for 
anyone. Andso she! don't think had heard of that entity or organization before, but | 
certainly thought they were a great and worthy of funding and matched up to what her 
priorities would be. And so that is why they were recommended like during this period 
of time and in that meeting that | had with her. The $50,000 for Bluebonnet Fundraising 
LLC was a number that Julie had proposed, and that was actually to mainly retain these 
for the year to do donor advisement for her and then also to help execute things for the 
rally. 

Women for America First was, that to me, there to figure out who the permit 
holder was and though the $300,000 was meant to pay for the audio, staging, lighting, 
infrastructure of the rally, and since they were the permit holder, that made the most 
sense as to where that funding would go. 

Q_ And let me just pause fora second. Tea Party Express, did Taylor Budowich 
recommend them to you? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. And, at the time that he did that, were you aware that he was a 
fundraiser for them that would receive a commission on the funds raised? 

A Well, Taylor is not a fundraiser, but | don't know if he told me that he would 
have received a commission, but he probably -- we have a pretty open relationship, and | 
wouldn't have had any issue with that if he had. Especially if he was going to, like, help 
execute the program of which that funding was going. | mean, like, so | don't know the 
difference between commission or just hiring to, like, execute during that time. | would 
have had no issue with him being the -- but once the money goes to that organization, it 
is not really my job to dictate where they spend. 


Q And | guess that's -- maybe | will ask the question a little differently. Was it 
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your understanding at the time that Taylor Budowich would make some kind of money 
when the Tea Party Express was paid from this? 

A | don't -- | don't recall the answer to that, because | do remember 
recommending that Taylor be paid by Women for America First. | just don't remember 
any conversation specific to if he would be paid by Tea Party Express. 

Q- Okay. So, to the extent that he was paid by Tea Party Express, you don't 
know, but it wouldn't surprise you if he was? 

A Yeah. Right. 

Q Okay. And, for the Rule of Law Defense Fund, | think if you look at exhibit 
1, you had produced to us some of these you had, | believe, fundraising relationships 
with. And 1 don't want to mischaracterize so maybe you give me the words -- 

A Correct. 

Q_ --for what that is, but you had produced this invoice where Rule of Law 
Defense Fund was paying you $12,000. _Is it wrong if | call it a commission? 

A No. Commission is correct. 

Q  Commissionis correct. Soa fundraising commission. So you would have 
received $12,000 from the Rule of Law Defense Fund receiving the $150,000 donation 
from Ms. Fancelli? 

A Correct. 

Q Okay. And then, for exhibit 2, this is the -- you would have received 
$50,000 for the commission off of the million dollars that Ms. Fancelli gave to Turning 
Point? 

A _ Right. 

Q And the Turning Point has a 5-percent commission whereas Rule of Law 


Defense Fund has 8-percent commission? 
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A Right. 

Q Is that something that you just negotiate with them? 

A Yes. Soitis within my, like, contract. So my contract with Rule of Law 
Defense Fund RAGA is 8 percent, Turning Point 5 percent, Save the U.S. Senate PAC | think 
was 10 or maybe 12 percent. So usually the commissions range between 5 and like 15 
percent on any client. 

Q Anddid you receive a commission from the funds that you raised for the 
Save the U.S. Senate PAC? 

A Yes. 


Q  Anddoyou remember how much that was? 


> 


| don't. 

Q If said $86,450 would that sound right? 

A That would. | just -- | don't know the percentage. | think it would have 
between 10 -- something between 10 and 15 percent. 

Q_ And |think you said they had done $850,000 total so that would be 
somewhere between -- what did you say, 8 and 10 percent? 

A Well, then it would be less because | -- | -- | raised funds other than just 
Ms. Fan -- like, Julie gave 850,000 to Save the U.S. Senate PAC. But didn't -- a number 
of other people gave. | don't remember the total we ended up raising, but any 
donations that | directly solicit I'm paid a commission on. So, if the total number and | 
just -- | didn't really have this in front of me -- is 87,000 around that, then the commission 
would have been probably between 5 and 8 percent. 

Q Okay. And it's possible that that number was earlier one. And then | 
think you said the number got changed. And so it would have been 5 to 8 percent off of 


the 850? 
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A Right. Yeah. But! was saying that | -- like, | raised from a number of 


people -- 
Q | was literally just talking about Ms. Fancelli. 
Right. 
Q_ | was under -- | thought you were saying you make 5 to 8 percent on the 


commission for her donation. | was just focusing on that donation. It would have 
been 5 to 8 percent of the 850 total. 

A Yes. But! don't -- it's somewhere between 5 and 10 percent so -- 

Q_ That's fair. We can find the exact number. 

A Right. 

Q_ That's roughly, that's roughly what | had. 

And then so | want to make sure | understand. So there was a $12,000 
commission from the Rule of Law Defense Fund, the $50,000 commission from Turning 
Point Association, the $50,000 direct payment from Ms. Fancelli for Bluebonnet 
Fundraising for the year. And then whatever the exact commission was off of the 
$850,000 that she paid in total -- donated to the Save the U.S. Senate. That is the funds 
that you would have made off of Ms. Fancelli's donations, correct? 

Commissions -- apologies. 

A Yes, during this window of time. 

Q Great. Just for Save the U.S. Senate and the January 6th event? 

A No, | would like to correct for the record, | mentioned earlier that, if January 
6th event didn't exist, | think Julie still would have given $1 million to Turning Point, and | 
still probably would have solicited her and she would have given to the Rule of Law 
Defense Fund because, like, those were in relation to, like, the work that they were 


doing -- like, Turning Point wasn't doing any work in relation to January 6th. 
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And I'm sorry; | didn't mean to take it into the realm of hypothetical. 

Yes. 

I'm saying, like, what happened in your discussions around -- 

Right. 

-- January 6th? Were these donations and those were the commissions? 
Yes.

to Women for America First?

Q_ |just have this: What did Ms. Fancelli tell you about January 6th? She 
calls you; she says what about it? 

A The initial conversation on the 22nd | didn't really remember until | was like 
doing -- | thought the first time | had heard about it was the 26th until | started preparing 
documents for you and found that memo onthe 22nd. Sol -- | think, during that time, 
like | had no idea what the event was for, | was just making a memo based on bussing to 
like bring people to some sort of event. And then on the 26th is where | first heard 
more about what it was and -- 

Q So, on the 22nd, the best you can remember, did Ms. Fancelli tell you how 
she became aware of the event? 

A She did not. But | -- she didn't -- the first time | recall her telling me 
how -- her knowledge of this event would have been on the 26th. 

Q  Butshe specifically asked you to invest the time to come up with a budget 
proposal for the 6th on that call on December 22nd. 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. ‘If you look at exhibit 3, your email exchange with Schuyler Long. 

Yep. 

Q  Atthe bottom, you see where Schuyler responds to you on December 23rd 
at 9:25 a.m.? 

A Yep. 

Q_ Andthe second sentence of her response to you is: Right now it's up in the 
air as to whether Julie will load -- load in for the D.C. events. 


A Right. 
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Q What did you understand that to mean? 

A She wanted to go. _ So part of -- like my involvement would have been, if 
she came to D.C. to attend this, that memo again -- would have been to make sure that 
she -- | helped her with like travel logistics and things because she's older. And so, like, 
hotels and arranging dinners and meetings -- making it kind of an experience. 


Q  So"load in" was about her coming to D.C., not -- 


A Right. 
Q _ -- about whether she would fund the event in D.C.? 
A | think -- | -- this is Schuylar's language, not mine. Sol guess "load in" could 


be interpreted both ways, and I'm it not sure which way he meant it. It could have 
meant, if she -- whether or not she'll donate or want to even do this program, or it could 
mean attendance, and I'm not -- it's kind of unclear here. 

Q- Fairenough. But, with your experience with Ms. Fancelli, was there ever a 
doubt in dealing with her that she wanted to fund the events on January 6th? 

Mr. Parrish. Objection, form. By "the events" you mean the event at the 
Ellipse? 

| Yes. 

The Witness. Yes. | guess it's -- this here on the 22nd was my understanding 
was that there was a Million MAGA March on January 6th and that she wanted to help 
drive up attendance and also attend. So, in mine, | put in there different options to help 
with travel logistics and increase logistics. Travel logistics would have meant specific for 


her to attend and increase attendance would have meant the bussing program.

Q_I'msorry. Do you mind if | ask you a quick question, Ms. Wren? Did Ms. 
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Fancelli indicate whether someone else had spoken to her about the event, whether from 
the RNC or the Trump campaign, before she spoke to you about funding it? 

A | do not recall her -- having a conversation with her about that. 

Q Did she express to you why she thought the event would need funding? 
And | want to set the timeline; you have the Trump Tweet on December 19th. Did she 
express why, after the President announced this, she thinks the even would even need 
funding at all as opposed to already having a source of funding? 

A | can't speak to Ms. Fancelli’s mind-set on December 19th. | can speak 
to -- that | don't recall her ever being on Twitter so | don't -- I'd be very surprised if -- if 
the President would have tweeted it, that would have then made it to Julie and that 
would have been why she did something. Like, she wasn't -- she never shared tweets 
with me, to my recollection, and so | don't. 

Q  Sodid she express otherwise why she thought the event on January 6th 
needed funding just 2 days after the President tweeted out whether or not she knew 
about the tweet. 

Mr. Parrish. And, by "event," you're referring to the Ellipse rally? 

a. Of the 6th, yes. 

The Witness. |--|I can't speak tothat. The first recollection | have of her 
mentioning why or how she heard of this was on the 26th when she said she heard about 
it on Alex Jones' show. So! don't remember the conversation on the 22nd over the 
phone, like as -- 

By 
Q But you did mention that Ms. Fancelli was on the lapsed donor list, correct? 
A __ Right. 


Q So did it seem odd to you that, after being a lapsed donor, she's the one who 
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initiates the funding of an event that she's heard about? Did that seem odd to you at 
the time? 

A Well, | have to break that -- she was a lapsed donor meaning she had 
donated sometime in 2016 or 2017 and had not donated maybe in the year of 2018, and 
so she was on a list that | found to call, to solicit, to donate to Trump victory sometime in 
late 2019 or 2020. So, like, those two are not related at all. She never wavered in her 
support of President Trump and just probably -- she hadn't just, you know, gone online to 
randomly contribute $100,000 or something. So that was just speaking towards when | 
had met her. So] just don't know what the lapsed donor thing has to do with now into 
December 26th. 

Q Well, what I'm getting is that if she was a lapsed donor even just for the prior 
year or 2, is your testimony that, when she reached out about funding the 6th, you don't 
remember any conversation besides a Alex Jones' reference as to why she was initiating 
the funding with you? 

A Well, she had been a lapsed donor, but then she did donate. Like, and | 
don't remember the to Trump victory. She probably just didn't donate in the year 2018 
or something like that, but | think she gave in 2019 or 2020. So, going into the 6th, she 
was not a lapsed donor; she was a current donor | guess in that term. And then | 
remained in contact with her, as well as many other donors, throughout November and 
December. And then the first time she brought up, like, this specific rally to me, 
obviously would have been the 22nd, but my first recollection of a discussion as to how 
she heard about it would have been on the 26th when she told me she heard about it on 
Alex Jones' show. 

Q_ And just the last question, are you aware of anyone connected to the RNC, 


or the Trump campaign, or the victory fund who reached out to Ms. Fancelli regarding 
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January 6th before you spoke with her on December 26th? 

A I'm not. 

a. Thank you. 

Ms. Cheney. | have a question. 

Ms. Wren, you said that Ms. Fancelli appeared on a lapsed donor list you found. 
Where do you find it? 

The Witness. | would pull those --those sets of donor lists through the FEC 
usually. 

Ms. Cheney. So you just did a donor list through the FEC and found Ms. Fancelli's 
name on that? 

The Witness. Yes. 

Ms. Cheney. Noone gave youthe name? No one gave you the list. You just 
did a search and came up with -- 

The Witness. No. Well, | mean, that's what I'm paid -- at that time, | was the 
national finance consultant. | was paid on commission to go after donors. So l|'m very 
aggressive in doing that. So! will, you know, be pulling -- at that time, | didn't have 
access to, like, the Trump donor list and internal campaign database. Sol would often 
quarterly pull past donors to Trump and people donating to similar projects and compare 
them up to other projects. | remember, like, her name coming up as one of those 
people. And then! don't know how | found her, so | can't remember; it's been 2 or 3 
years. But she is one that | ended up talking to and asking her to contribute again to 
Trump, and she did. And then we remained in contact.

The Witness. No. | never met her in person until December 26th. 


Ms. Cheney. And so, when you saw that she was a lapsed donor, you just cold 
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called her? 

The Witness. Yes.

The Witness. Would you -- usually my pitches were event-driven. So it 
probably would have been, would you like to come to this event at Mar-a-Lago and get 
your photo taken? 

And | think, during this time when | met her, she was living in Italy. So she was 
there throughout COVID, was not back in the United States until November or December. 
So | think she was just happy to contribute. And then, like many of the other donors, | 
don't just ask them for money and say, goodbye, talk to you never. I've got to check in 
on her a couple of times a month and update here on the campaign and what was going 
on, and she would, you know, appreciate that. And we'd talk about her grandchildren 
and Italy. 

Ms. Cheney. So did you make a particular -- a specific ask of her the first time 
you cold called her after finding her name on the FEC? 

The Witness. | don't--| don't remember. And! don't remember how much she 
donated, but it would have probably been, what, over 100,000. 

Ms. Cheney. So you would just cold call somebody and ask them to write a 
check for $100,000, and you never met them before, and you found their name on the 
FEC list.

A _ There was a Rally to Revival, and she had something that was like Rally to 
Save -- she had a couple different names of things. And she sent this to me because she 
had some sort of contract with Alex regarding these events, so this was her forwarding it 
to me, and a PAC that | don't like really know what it -- what it was. 

Q_ Andis it fair to say that one of the reasons that you were working with her 
was Ms. Fancelli was very interested in having Alex Jones speak on the 6th? 

A No. At this time, Ms. Fancelli wanted to donate to support the efforts. 
And | was attempting to find out who she would donate to, because like -- so who was in 
charge of this event, right? Because Alex Jones told me it was Cindy Chafian and the 80 
Percent Coalition. Then Women for America First was who someone else had told me. 

And so she wanted to donate to put on a rally, which -- to pay for staging, audios, 
attempting to figure out what organization would she donate to. 

Q - Oh,no, that part | understood. But for some reason | thought -- and | may 


be conflating some things -- but | thought when you were talking about comments that 
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Ms. Fancelli made to you maybe on the 26th and then your three-way call with Alex 
Jones, | thought she was a very big fan of Alex Jones and that part of what she wanted for 
the rally on the 6th was for Alex Jones to speak and participate. 

Did | misunderstand that? 

Mr. Parrish. Objection, compound question. 

The Witness. I'll break it up. She wasa fan of AlexJones. I|saidthat. And 
then -- but the second part of your question, it was already assumed that Alex was 
speaking, right? He was on his radio show talking about an event that he was speaking 
at in D.C. on the 6th.

A _ Right. 

Q She has the permit for Freedom Plaza, where it's supposedly supposed to be 
held as of then.

A Yes, with the caveat of as of this date here like we had already moved to the 
White House Ellipse. | don't know if she knew that. That would probably be in the 
text. 
So | think I'm comfortable answering your question as, yes, on the 26th and early 
into the 27th, but then like at 8:07 p.m. on the 28th, | don't know that to be the case.

Like, he was 
coming around. And then never again until December 29th at 10:26 a.m. So--

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he would have referenced me, but externally | think that some of these folks like to say 
that they were in communication with the White House, right? And so he may have 
been saying that to others, but like he knew | was not a White House official, clearly from 
here. 

Q Arethere problems for you if he represents to people that you're still with 
the Trump campaign as of January 5th? 

A No. | mean, | wasn't going to like go on the record and correct him and be 
like, "Oh, the Trump campaign is over. |'m now Caroline Wren with Bluebonnet." | 
mean, it's a text. 

Q_ No, that would have been an awkward text. But just out of curiosity, did 
you ever have a talk with him and say, "Hey, I'm not with the Trump campaign anymore"? 
Like, did you ever say anything to him about that not being true? 

A | don't recall like having a conversation one way or the other with him about 
that. 

Q Prior to January 6th, did you ever get the impression from him that he 
believed that you were either still with the Trump campaign or actively talking to the 
White House? 

A No. |never would have represented and said that I'm actively talking to 
the White House, like. And with the Trump campaign, | feel like | would have talked and 
he would have known that like the Trump campaign was over, like it ended on November 
5th, so -- 4th, | guess.

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RNC and the Trump campaign. But like my last day with the Trump campaign was 
November 4th. My last payment by the Trump campaign was November like 15th or 
something, because we were paid on two-week blocks, and so it went there. 

And then somewhere in that like middle part like our emails -- people were 
staggered off of the Trump campaign. And | was in an early wave, because there was no 
fundraising efforts. Like, we weren't soliciting funds. 

Q But you were done, but things were still going on that somebody could think 
there were still people working for the Trump campaign? 

Mr. Parrish. Objection, form. 

oy ae: 

Q Do you understand? 

A Like, if they had a press conference, like, and Rudy is talking, | don't know if 
Rudy was working for the Trump campaign or in the capacity of the personal lawyer or 
what, but -- 

Q- Right. But! guess what I'm saying is it was possible -- there were -- there 
was still something that people could believe the Trump campaign was. Like, it was still 
going. You may not have been working for it -- 

A _ Right. 

Q_ -- but somebody might not have been able to know that if they didn't know 
what your exact end date was, right? 

Mr. Parrish. Objection, form. 

The Witness. | don't know what Ali knew or when, but | wouldn't at that time 
have represented myself and said, "I'm like working on the Trump campaign right now 


and doing this." 
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Q  Andlgetthat. My question was actually, did you ever get the impression 
from him, either from things he said or did or represented to others, that he did think 
that you were talking to the White House or that you were still Trump campaign? 

A | think if he -- like oftentimes | talked with Ali, and he would say, you know, "I 
want this person to speak." I'd say, "That's going to be determined by the White 
House," and then would relay that back up to other like chains or something and come 
back to him. Sol -- 

Q Did he ever ask you to talk to people at the White House or make requests 
to say, "well, can you ask them or can you" -- like, did he give you the impression -- let me 
rephrase that. 

Did he give you the impression by asking you for things that he wanted you to be 
in contact with the White House? 

A | don't recall any specific request that he would have asked me to then ask 
the White House. 

Q Did he ever make any requests for you to talk to Kimberly Guilfoyle or Don, 
Jr. on his behalf? 

A No. 

Q  Orwith an idea or some concept for the rally? 

Never. 

Q Okay. Did you have any conversations with him regarding his permitting 
process? 

A No. | think from when | met him or got involved that | -- that like he had a 
permit. And if you consider process, what | mentioned about like the staging type of 
things, that stuff. 


Q Did he ever mention to you how many people he anticipated being at his 
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rally? 

A No. We talked about the RSVPs on his website. 

Q Which -- do you remember how many? 

A | think like the last time | saw, it was around 50,000. For some reason, at 
one point | thought 80,000 is what he had said, but it was something in like in writing of 
what | found it was 50,000. 

Q Doyou have any idea like whether progressively over time -- did he happen 
to give you any updates? Like, was that all of a sudden there were 50,000 registrants, or 
was it over time from the time that he posted it to the date of the 6th? 

A He did not give -- | don't remember him like giving me updates, right? 

There was also multiple websites, so that was a little confusing. 

But he did say something about how at like a past event on his website he had 
2,500 RSVPs and this one he had 50,000. And so like that showing there's a significant 
jump in numbers. 

Q Was there ever a time that you thought 50 people would be present at his 
rally? 

A | never thought about his rally, really. So the website was promoting -- why 
it was asking for RSVPs was because we're going to ask him to send our guidance memo 
for the event at the White House Ellipse. 

Q Let merephrase my question. Based on all the conversations that you had 
with him about what he was planning -- 

A _ Right. 

Q- -- would you have thought an estimation of 50 people attending his rally was 
a realistic number? 


A | didn't know of an estimation of like people attending his rally. 
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Q Oh, no, no, I'm not asking that. 

A __ Right. 

Q__I'msaying, if somebody had said Ali and his coordinators are estimating that 
50 people will attend, does that match in any way the representations that he made to 
you in terms of how many people he was actually trying to get to come to his rally? 

A He was trying to get people to come to the White House Ellipse. So| 
don't -- 

Q_ Atany point was he trying to get them to come to the -- | think you said it 
was the pallet with the box at the Capitol? 

A Yes, that. Yeah, | think it was kind of -- | just never had conversations about 
him about like driving attendance towards his or anything. All of our conversations 
were limited to the Ellipse, and then some led over to the 5th, like the Freedom Plaza 
event on the Sth. But like we really had limited conversations about his event at the 
Capitol other than there was the timing change. 

Q Well, was any part of that because, from what | saw on some of your stuff, 
there was a progression? 

A __ Right. 

Q It was supposed to be the rally at the Ellipse and then people would 
go -- they would march to his event at the Capitol? 

Mr. Parrish. Objection, form. Can you specify what time you're asking about 


now? 
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oy 

Q Well, wasn't that -- wasn't that always -- it was a march from the beginning, 
it was a Million MAGA March, a March to Save America -- | think "march" has been in 
nearly every title I've seen. 

A Yes. 

Q_ And his event was always | believe on Lot 8 at the Capitol. 

Right. 

Q So wasn't everything always envisioned that wherever it was, Freedom Plaza 
or at the Ellipse, they would march to Lot 8 at the Capitol where he was having his rally? 

A Well, before | go into that, | want to back up and answer that | think | -- there 
is -- on that day, it was my understanding he had a permit like all day. He mentioned to 
me about that. 

And so there was a conversation | had with him probably sometime around the 
Ath or the 5th about how he was going to have multiple Members of Congress come 
outside and do like a press conference type of deal at the Capitol at his permitted spot. 

So if that's maybe what you're talking about 50, maybe that's like members of the 
press, but it was meant to be he had these different Members that were going to come 
out and then they were going to -- then some of the Members were potentially going to 
come over to our event, or Ali was going to come over to our event. 

And | flagged for him -- he was telling me it was something around 10a.m. And! 
said, that's never going to -- you're going to have to be at the Ellipse at 6a.m. And also, 
if Members of Congress are intending to come to the Capitol to our event, there's going 
to be so much shut down, like there's not really even a way to do that. 


So there's no way you're -- basically like there's no way that you're going to be

able to have a press conference with Members of Congress at 10 a.m. and also participate 
in the event at the White House Ellipse. 

Q Okay. And interms of other groups that were planning events, have you 
ever heard of Moms for America? 

A Yes, but only recently. 

Q  Notat the time, at the election to January 6th? 

A | don't think | had ever heard of them. | wouldn't have known really who 
Kimberly Fletcher was. But their name -- | do remember seeing them as a -- like on one 
of the sponsor groups or things. But! never interacted with her, to my -- | don't know if 
| ever texted her or something. But! met her | thought for the first time like maybe a 
week or so ago. So -- 

QI think in one of the documents that you provided there was -- it was a setup 
guide from Event Strategies on December 28th that they sent to you and Women for 
America First that showed like an audio package and lighting for POTUS. Did you have 
any role in helping ESI put that together? 

A No. 

Q Okay. Do you know who did put that together? 

A Well, they did this for like every event for the President. So I'm sure it's 
probably pretty standard. 

Q_ Soif they said "for POTUS," is it your understanding that they would have 
actually coordinated with somebody at the White House or they just had his preferences 
on file kind of thing? 

A No, they would work with White House advance. 

Q = And what do you mean when you say "White House advance?" Explain 


that to me. 
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A _ The advance office is the one that executes the events from the White 
House side. And there's the advance on the campaign, let's say, which Justin and Megan 
were the operations team. And then those two would frequently coordinate with each 
other on executing events. 

Q So walk me through like who are the people that you are talking about? 
Justin is one. Caporale is one. 

A Yes. 

Q Megan Mulvaney? 

A No, Megan Powers. 

Q Powers, | apologize. That's another one. Who else is on what you're 
calling the White House advance team? 

A _ There's not White House staff. This was -- those were examples of two 
people that were on the campaign operations who the whole time | knew them would 
deal with White House advance. 

Q Okay. 

A Now, like fast forward to January 6th. ‘It's my understanding Megan was 
contracted through Event -- similar to how | hired Maggie and Kira that day to help me 
execute. | believe that Event Strategies hired Hannah and Megan to assist with the 
execution of this event. But that is the group that would have been communicating with 
White House advance. 

Q And who -- do you know who was on White House advance? 

A It's a big department, but Bobby Peede is the head of White House advance 
and Max Miller kind of floated between advance. | think towards the end he was like in 
some sort of different role, but did stuff with advance. 


And that's probably who they -- 
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Q Did you ever have any conversations with anyone planning the rally on 
January 6th with anybody that you considered the White House advance team? 

A The only -- | think on the 5th we were doing a walk-through late at night, and 
| think Bobby Peede was out there like with us in a group setting, and | like said hello and 
gave him a hug or things. But otherwise, not by phone or text message. And again, 
any questions | would have had in that capacity would have just -- | would have asked 
Justin. 

Q Okay. Because your understanding was going to Justin was effectively 
going to White House advance? 

Mr. Parrish. Objection, form. 

The Witness. No. It would be -- that's just sort of a -- like, if it was something in 
relation to the President's movements or security or like audio or lighting, which | 
wouldn't have -- then that is like going through Justin, as the event contractor and 
organizer, and then they would ask that of White House advance. 

Like, | would never call Bobby Peede with a question. | didn't have Bobby 
Peede's number. That's not how like a flow of information would go. 

a. Okay, that makes sense. 

On December 29th -- or | should say by December 29th -- Women for America 
First | think had submitted an application for the January 6th event on the Ellipse. And | 
should say permit. | don't think application is exactly accurate. 

The Witness. Right. 

| Do you know how that came about? 


The Witness. Do you have my messages with Kylie Kremer? 
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[2:11 p.m.] 
BY a: 

Q_ (think it's allin the group chat. Are you thinking of an individual one with 
her? 

A Yeah. Like our individual chain. 

Q Unfortunately, | don't know that that one is an exhibit. 

Okay. Okay. On December 28th, | texted Kylie and said: Please submit 
the permit for the Ellipse on the 4th, 5th, 6th, and 7th for build down strike. Thank you. 

And | don't really know -- it would have been Justin and | were talking at that time. 
And so like right around that text message, probably right prior to it, Justin texted me and 
said: Please ask Kylie to submit a permit. 

It's kind of interesting because Justin had been contracted for one. Soldon't 
know why he asked me to ask her versus just them talking to each other, but -- but at that 
time Justin had done the walk-through with Secret Service and probably White House 
Advance, and they had determined that the Freedom Plaza would not be an option and 
picked the White House Ellipse. 

And then Justin and | had conversations about, okay, like what do we do about 
this permit situation because, at the time, you know, you had Cindy holding the permit 
for Freedom Plaza; you had the Kremers threatening to sue; you had Ali, who we had not 
made contact with yet. Andso| don't know who made the final call that it should be in 
Women for America First name for the permit, but Justin said: Tell the Kremers to file 
for a permit, and then, after that, we'll deal with these other people. 

Q Were you on any of the calls with the National Park Service regarding the 
permit? 


A Nope. 
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Q Okay. Can you turn to exhibit 12 for me, and it's like on the -- | don't know 
that there's a -- unfortunately, there's not a Bates number on the bottom, but | want to 
say it's the second cards page. 

A This is per Caroline's Wren's instructions. 

Q_ Yeah. 

A | was just flipping through this binder, and | noticed that. I've never seen 
this document until earlier when | came in and was flipping through it. Sol don't know 
who any of these people are. Like, | kind of read through it and -- yeah. ‘This is -- are 
you just asking me about -- 

Q | was asking -- Cindy Chafian tells NPS that the reason she's -- she's been told 
that the Kremers are supposed to relinquish the permit so she can plan an event there on 
the 5th, and this is per Caroline Wren's instructions. | was curious, did you, in fact, 
instruct her that? 


A No. 


Q Do you know why they released the permit to allow Cindy to do the event on 
the 5th? 

A Yeah. There's some long dialogue and the text that we can go through, 
yeah. 

Q__Inanutshell because of all the drama, it was giving her an ability to have a 
platform on the 5th, Cindy and her speakers? 

A Sorry. What are you asking? 

Q What do you understand about why they released it to Cindy to have the 


event on the night of the 5th? 
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A Actually, | don't -- they didn't release it to Cindy. The 5th -- the permit was 
put in pastor -- Peaceably Gather Pastor Brian Gibson. 


Q_ That's what you understand? 


A Yes. 
Q Allright. 
A It was like an MOU, and that was the agreement of everyone. 


Q Allright. Whatever the case, but the date matters and is helpful because, 
on the 28th, you told the Kremers to apply for the Ellipse permit, right? December 
28th? 

A Yes. And | told Cindy shortly thereafter that like, if it was no longer being at 
the Ellipse. She was very upset obviously that it was going to go into the Kremers' 
name. And then -- but | learned this throughout this process that you don't, like, apply 
for permit a single day. You have, like, multiple days. It has to do with buildouts or 
things. So then when it was moved, the permit fight between the Kremers and Cindy 
was kind of irrelevant, in my mind, because we moved to the Ellipse. But then when 
there was this compromise, okay, we add an event on the 5th, well, that permit was still 
in Cindy's name technically on those dates, so | actually don't really understand this email 
because it relinquished the permit so that | can have it on the 5th. 

Like, | thought the permit was in Cindy's name for the 5th, 6th, and 7th. 

Q But what was the compromise that you're referring to that had to be struck? 

A | would have to find those texts. So that was -- okay. Here it is. 

a. | think it's actually in your presentation that you gave to us. 

The Witness. Yeah. There's just these like texts that kind of -- well, so the 

compromise was, when the event was moved to the Ellipse and then the timing was 


picked to be, you know, midday, 11 or 12, and you started backing up those timings and 
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people usually have to arrive -- like 5 or 6 hours you open the doors, and it compressed 
the time that would be available for speakers. 

And there was, | would argue, hundreds of people thinking they were coming to 
Washington, D.C., to speak. They were tweeting out graphics. They were on a number 
of websites, and so -- | said, you know, we -- we're going to have to deal with the fact that 
all these people are not going to actually be speaking, some of these groups. Andso 
what if, you know, there's an event added on the evening of the 5th and that could do 
overflow of speakers. And then the morning of the 6th, like, whoever speaks that day 
will be determined by the White House because they'd be sharing the stage with the 
President. 

So then when -- when -- when that was decided, then it became a question of 
permitting, to some extent, and this is where | kind of had to deal with Kylie and her 
personality. And, in dealing with them, it was -- we would all come to an agreement, 
say, by phone. And then it would be like several hours later, and | would get a very long 
text message from her as to all the reasons why she no longer wanted to do the thing 
that we'd agreed to do hours prior. 

So that was similar into this where | had said: Great. Like, Cindy already has 
the permit for the 5th. Let's keep her happy, so just leave itin her name. She does the 
5th event. She'd run the stage on the past ones and then you're getting the permit on 
the 6th and, like, let's all be happy. 

And so she sends this long text message here about: Would you be okay with 
adding Katrina to the permit on Freedom Plaza. We have all of our vendors ready to go 
and execute. We will occupy -- we will accommodate any speaker of any notoriety and 
be very gracious considering others the same as we did with Ali on November 14th. 


We're having a very hard time because Cindy's taking everything she had

access -- a lot -- | mean, | just remember reading it and being like: Okay. 
HE. Who is that you're reading? 

Mr. Rowley. You're referring to a text message? 

The Witness. Yeah. 

Mr. Rowley. What's the date of that? 

The Witness. This was between me, Amy Cramer, Justin, Kylie. There's a fourth 
picture onthere. There's a few text messages | have with a 770 number, and | don't 
know whose number that is. 

| Do you know Jennifer Halsey? Does that sound familiar? 

The Witness. Some of them referenced a Jennifer, and | don't know who she is, 
so -- so! don't know. It's a thread. 

a. And that's good. And | think a wi get to the speakers, and 
we'll walk you through that, but to your point about the comment from Kylie on Ali and 
the November 14th event. 

The Witness. Yeah. My point was being it changed from the time -- in the first 
48 hours of meeting Kylie, she told me that she was suing Cindy Chafian. She said that 
she didn't want Ali involved because he always gets all the credit. She said she didn't 
want Turning Point USA involved because the grassroots don't like Charlie Kirk. She said 
she didn't want the Tea Party Patriots involved because they had stolen her mom's 
organization. She said she didn't want Alex Jones involved because he was rude to her 
backstage the time before, and | could go -- like, every single person whose name came 
up on planet Earth, | had a 20-minute diatribe on to why that person was not an 
acceptable human being per Kylie Kremer's judgment. So -- 


i She wanted a coalition of one? 


The Witness. Right. Exactly. Feeling bad --| didn't really care. | don't really 
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care about a fight you had 8 years ago, right? Like, this woman is a Tea Party Patriot and 
wants to come to a free rally with other patriots of the Tea Party movement, then okay. 

Like, | don't -- so this is a good example of it because, at one point, you know, she 
was Ali is the worst human being, and then, the next hour, it would be Cindy. And so 
even here she says: Reminder, Cindy is banned on several social media platforms. She 
has no mass communication list, she has no following other than what she is claiming and 
using illegally from our organization. | would rather release the permits to Ali Akbar 
than to know they will go to Cindy Chafian. That's how strongly we feel about this and 
the harm she has caused. | apologize this is so complex. | am horrified we are all in 
this situation. We are trying to be as big a tent as possible without harming ourselves, 
President Trump, or any of the legitimate work that has been done on behalf of the 
America First agenda. 

Again, | note here that the only thing | knew about the Kremers prior to this is that 
the Trump campaign had sued them as a cease and desist to stop using the term "Women 
for Trump," and that's why their name changed. So that was the only thing | knew 
about them coming into this. 

Mr. Rowley. Wait for the next question.

Q__ So it's good segue to you -- you knew, from the first time you talked to Kylie, 
she was not a fan of Ali Alexander to put it mildly, right? 

A She was not a fan of anyone. 

Q Okay. Andso your first text to Ali Alexander is you looked at is in 
exhibit 62 -- 

A __ Right. 


Q_ --is December 29th, the morning. If you want to take a look. 
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A Yes. Yep. 

Q At that point, the decision has already been made to put the permit in 
Women for America First -- 

A _ Right. 

Q- --atthe Ellipse, right? 

A __ Right. 

Q_ And you already know that Women for America First doesn't play nicely with 
Ali Alexander, right? 

A _ Right. 

Q  Andso why are you reaching out to him on the morning of December 29th -- 

A Yeah, 

Q  -- about January 6th? 

A Because, as | mentioned, he had a highly publicized website and was 
promoting information. So, like, if we were going to be putting out information that the 
event was going to take place at the White House Ellipse, then we needed him putting 
out that information as well. We needed his website along with the other websites also 
putting the same information.

A Well, because | didn't expect the program to just be Amy Kremer, Kylie 
Kremer, and the President of the United States, which were the only three people that 
they found acceptable. 

Q  Andsoyou said Jack Posobiec gave you Ali Alexander's phone number? 

A Correct. 

Q Did you have to ask him for that? 

A Yeah, | asked Jack for it. 

Q Why did you think that Jack would have Ali Alexander's number? 

A He just -- he's kind of in that grassroots sphere, too, so | figured that he'd 
probably have it. 

Q  Doyou have communications with Jack about the rally or Alexander? | 
don't know that we've seen those. 

=a | don't believe. 

The Witness. |don'tthinkso. I'll go back and look. It may have been that | 
called him on the phone and asked for Ali's number and then like put it into my phone?

Q_ And, at this point, Caroline, by December 29th, the expectation is the 
President is speaking? 

A Yes. 

Q And you have the money for the event from Ms. Fancelli? 

A _ Right. 

Q What do you care at that point about who's speaking or not given that the 
President is going to be there? Why does it matter to you? 


A It doesn't matter to me who is speaking. It matters to me that the event is 
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organized and that there is a number of people promoting on various websites and social 
media that they are speaking. And so that seemed important and that you had to 
coordinate with those different groups and people. 


Q But, as you said, the White House decides who speaks -- 


A Right. 
Q --ataTrumpevent. Is that right? 
A Yeah. 


Q Okay. So what does it matter if other people on social media who are not 
the Trumps or the White House are saying they're going to speak at the event? 
Mr. Parrish. Objection, form.

Mr. Parrish. What does it matter to who?

Q_ Sol'm asking, what does it matter to you whether people are promoting 


who are not the President, not the White House that they're going to speak at the event? 

A Well, there were multiple events. So, if they were speaking on the 5th or 
the 6th, but -- so | would rather just hone it in on who it is that we're talking about 
specifically. It is easier for me to answer. 

Q_ Ali Alexander? 

A So, for me, | felt that just because the Kremers did not -- the only thing the 
Kremers or Kylie brought to my attention is that she didn't want Ali Alexander to get all of 
the credit, which he always did, even though her and her mom did all the work. 

So she did not ever -- | want to be very clear about this: She did not flag for me 


security concerns or that he might bring, you know, danger or violence. It was that he 
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would get all of the credit. So didn't find that a credible reason to ban someone from 
participating in events, especially when they were clearly an organizer and this was a free 
rally. There's no reason to not include anyone. 

Q  Butwhyinclude him? Besides the Kremers not wanting him there, why did 
you reach out to include him? 

A Because he was kind of the -- as | mentioned, he was the -- this is a good way 
to put it. His website at the end had 50,000-plus RSVPs. The Kremers had somewhere 
around 20,000, and that was after the President of the United States had tweeted it 
multiple times, the Kremers had promoted it, they had less than half the number of RSVPs 
that Ali Alexander did. 

It never made sense to me to ignore a person or a website that -- like, we needed 
him to send out the guest guidance memo that instructed people to please arrive at a 
certain time, here's the gate entry, here are the prohibited items per Secret Service. 

Q__Inother words, he brings the people better than Women for America First 
and would help build the crowd for the event at the Ellipse? 

A No, | don't think it's one brings people better than the other. | just -- it 
doesn't make -- it didn't make sense to ignore one group. | didn't -- he had more RSVPs, 
so, yes, I'm not saying one's better than the other; I'm just saying you can't ignore a 
website with 50,000 RSVPs. 

Q___ Did anybody suggest to you to reach out to Ali Alexander to get him to help 
build the crowd for the event at the Ellipse? 

A No. 

Q_ It was your own idea? 

A | want to split up the question. Like, nobody recommended that | reach 


out toAli. And, separate from that, | never reached out to Ali to ask him to help -- like,

Again, the reasoning was dates 
back years. Others date back just probably from doing two past events and this being 
the third. 

| didn't really care. So there was never a place where | thought that Ali 
Alexander, his coalition -- it wasn't like were going to be involved, and the majority of the 
names overlapped. _ It's like Roger Stone was on Ali's website. He was on Cindy 
Chafian's list. He was on the Women for America First website. There are several 
names, like, when you talk about a coalition that --

Q So there is -- if we could turn to exhibit 14. So there is quite a lot of talk 
and emails about, like, who is going to speak, right? And | think earlier -- in fact, you 
had, | think, put this in your presentation during the informal interview, something along 
the lines of, like -- | lost the picture already -- but it was something along the lines of like, 
oh, this -- oh, it was the picture between the 29th and the 30th, and you said the changes 
between the 29th and the 30th, January 5th rally at Freedom Plaza was added and permit 
put in Pastor Brian Gibson's name, Peaceably Gathered, to accommodate speakers who 
weren't able to speak on the 6th. But, at that point, it's not actually known who is 
officially going to speak, right? They just know that there's going to be, like, overflow 
and then the people on the 6th. Is that right? 

A Yeah. That's right. 

Q Yeah. Andso, in terms of, like, how the speakers are getting decided 


on -- so if you look at exhibit 14, this is December 31st, an email to Justin Caporale -- well, 
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actually, there's an email at the bottom from you to Justin on New Year's Eve at 11:18 
a.m., and then it looks like Justin may have forwarded that to Hannah Salem and Megan 
Powers. 


And, if you flip the page, there's a proposed speaker line up -- 


A Right. 
Q_ --that | think you sent to Justin. 
A Right. 


Q Who prepared this? 

A | did, | think. It looks like it. 

Q And where would you have gotten the times, the speakers? Like, where 
would you have gotten this information? 

A Cindy Chafian had emailed me an Excel sheet at some point that had a bunch 
of names and then she mentioned, like, who she thought was speaking when she thought 
the permit was in her event. Then Kylie Kremer had told me the people that she wanted 
to speak, like -- at some point, this may actually have come later. Then this woman 
Kristin Davis | had had a call with. These were the people that she had said she wanted 
to speak. Then -- so what these were and what | -- like, what | do is, put these into an 
Excel sheet and see how they make sense in timing. And so these evolved like over 
time, but always with the understanding -- there were a couple things: The President 
was not confirmed to speak until, really, as late as, like, the 3rd or 4th. So, if he had 
never been confirmed to speak, let's say, then this speaker list would have changed. So, 
like, what | was doing is keeping things in an Excel sheet, and when he was speaking, then 
that was his decision. The others would flow into the 5th. 

Q_ Sois it fair to say that this was your attempt to amalgamate all of the 


different speakers that all the different groups were asking for into one coherent 
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schedule? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. And -- any other questions on that? 

If you could turn to exhibit 17, this is, | believe, an email from Hannah Salem, and | 
think the attachment is attached to the email on December 31st at 2:07 p.m. 

And she attaches, | believe, on the next page, a different draft speaker lineup. 
Do you know who prepares this one here? 

A __ This one here. 

Q Yes. Do you know who prepared this? 

A Me. 

Q You prepared this? 

A 


Yep. 


Q Okay. So this is, like, 2 or 3 hours -- is this 2 or 3 hours later? 

A Yeah. 

Q  Sowhere does this speaker lineup come from? 

A It's a similar one. | was working Excel off of the -- that other -- that was the 


last time | saw anything in, like, that format of where you had it vertical at the time. 
And then, really, where the change happened is you start to only see the 6th. That's 
why this is now -- the 5th kind of dropped -- | was like, okay, we don't need to track who's 
speaking on the 5th. That's irrelevant. So let's focus on the 6th, then the timing and 
how that could work. 

Because Hannah was also helping with timing and Megan and Justin. So, at this 
point in time, an idea was to break it up into segments and then give each of these 
segments the opportunity to say, you know, these are the people that | would like to 


speak during my segment. And so you pick your top five. 
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And then, ultimately, if the President was going to speak, then the White House 
would decide who from the segments this would include -- 

Q Okay. 

A -- and how would that work from a timing standpoint. 

Q_ Andso, going back a second, you said January 5th didn't matter anymore. 
Was that because somebody else was going to be organizing the speakers on the 5th? 

A Or it just sort of dropped off of the part -- from the format of the 
spreadsheet. And it's not that it didn't matter anymore, just -- | didn't have anything to 
do nor did, like, Justin or Megan or anything with their speakers’ timing or anything like 
that. So there was no reason to track it. 

Q So let me ask you -- because it sounded like before what changed was 
removing this event to the 5th to take the overflow of people who aren't able to speak on 
the 6th? 

A _ Right. 

Q  Sois there not kind of like a balance of, well, we're going to have to figure 
out who doesn't make it on the 6th who ends up on the Sth? 

A No. [think that goes too much into decisionmaking. For me, everything is 
formatting. Sol like to see -- so my job, again, was to compile things into an Excel. If 
you notice from that last document we looked at, it was a lateral page, included the 5th 
and 6th. Ididn't like that. | thought it was irrelevant to keep seeing the 5th because 
that wasn't an important part.

A Yeah. If they moved over the 5th, that's fine. But this was just -- 

Q Okay. On December 31st, what communications did you have with Ali 
Alexander you just alluded to to actually coordinate speakers? 

A On Ali's website, he had a bunch of speakers featured. And so, with Ali, the 
same as with anyone, it was ultimately the White House will make this decision, but 
there's no way -- there's going to be very limited time.

Q Just, if you remember, because the time it'll take us to hunt it down, based 
on the fact that it says WFAF schedule, do you believe that's one that you would have 
prepared or that's one that Women for America prepared? 

A No, it's one that they have one. | remember the document. So mine was 
Excel sheets prepared like conceptually to look at time and also to compile -- these are all 
kind of from multiple peoples’ input of who they want speaking. Ultimately, someone 
else is going to make this decision. What Event Strategies makes is a run of show that's 
in the format that's provided to the White House as a final run of show. It's what's given 
in a briefing document. 

So | don't ever see a final run of show because that ends up being a, like, | guess, 
privileged document, however, you all would say, but the final run of show is based off of 
the President's schedule, and it's an internal, like, White House doc that goes between 


their teams. So she went ahead and made that probably preemptively. So we're

version 2 that looks like it's edited that she updates. And then, on January 2nd, at 
11 a.m., you write back to Megan, Hannah, and Justin and you said: This looks perfect; 
however, I'd prefer not to share the document with Kylie and instead just verbally walk 
her through it. Sidney -- | think you meant Sidney Powell -- is still TBD. We'll know by 
tomorrow. Flynn is confirmed. 

Why did you want to verbally walk through that with Kylie instead of sending it to 
her? 

A | don't remember why. 

Q__ Sitting here today based on comments you've made and thinking back, 
understanding that some speculation might be involved, can you think of why you might 
not have wanted to send that to her and just verbally walk through it? 

A | think | would've rather done it verbally because if we did it by print, it 
would have been with pages and pages of text messages and thoughts. 

Q Okay. And did you did you get pushback from anyone -- because | 
understand your list had Ali Alexander and Alex Jones on the speaker lineup on Jan 6. 

Did you get pushback from anyone about having Ali Alexander and Alex Jones speaking on 


January 6th? 
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A Well, | want to be careful about my list. My list was everyone's list put into 
one format like color coded so we can be -- look and say, this is Women for America First 
list; this is Ali's list; this is, you know, the other people -- 

Q I'm just saying yours because | don't have the Women for America First in 
front of me. Sol'm just saying the ones we've reviewed that we've established you 
drafted. 

A So the master tracker of speakers and its evolution. The pushback that | 
received from Kylie Kremer on -- related to Ali was that she didn't want him speaking 
because he always tries to take all the credit. 

Q Did anybody else express concerns about having Ali Alexander or Alex Jones 
speak on January 6th? 

A Katrina. 

Q And what were the conversations you had with Katrina about that? 

A She -- she just didn't -- | don't remember specifics, but she didn't want those 
two to speak. And then she didn't like Scott Presler for some reason. Those are the 
only three | remember her feeling strongly one way or the other. 

Q Can you turn to exhibit 21?

Q Can you turn to exhibit 21? 
A Yep.

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response about an hour later. 

A | read it. 

Q___ Did you discuss that with Mr. Budowich after he sent it? 

A Yes. 

Q_ Anddid he explain or give further -- what was the discussion that you had 
with him? 

A It's hard to look at any of these documents isolated. If you pull up the text 
messages with Taylor at this time while emails are also going on and then calls after, like, | 
think -- what | remember is he was frustrated here in relation to something else going on 
in text messages. | think that I'd, like, not been answering my phone on the 1st and 
then the, like -- | don't remember what. And so then this comes out here where | 
think -- then we're fine. Like, we talked on the phone, and then, all of a sudden, we go 
back into normal chatter was that the website was supposed to be -- was going to 
promote speakers on the 5th and 6th, so this didn't -- this didn't dictate as to which day 
people would be speaking, but all of these people were likely to speak on either the 5th 
or 6th. So there was no reason, like, just to say, hey, these are speakers. 

Q- He's prettyclear: Ali Akbar and Alex Jones are destructive to what the 
President is working toward and terrible for Don and Kim to share a stage with. | don't 
want to be involved with that. That doesn't really -- and let me just be clear: Don and 
Kim, did you understand that to be Don Jr. and Kimberly Guilfoyle? 

A Yes. Yes. 

Q_ That doesn't really seem unclear? | mean -- 

A Yeah. 

Q_ -- reading it, would you disagree if somebody said he had very strong 


concerns about Ali Akbar and Alex Jones being on a stage with Don and Kim presumably 
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since they were only speaking on January 6th on January 6th? 

A Right. Yeah, he is very clear. He did not like Ali or Alex.

Akbar and Alex Jones having violent rhetoric? 

A No. 

Q He didn't say anything about the tone of what they advocate for being 
different than some of the other groups that were going to be present on Jan 6? 

A No. 

Q Did you have conversations with Don Jr. and Kimberly Guilfoyle regarding Ali 
Alexander and Alex Jones being on stage with them on January 6th? 

Mr. Parrish. Objection, form. The question implies that they were on stage 
together? 

a. They were on stage together. Don Jr. and Kimberly Guilfoyle were 

on the stage together.

Mr. Parrish. No, but you implied that it was with Alex Jones and Ali Akbar in your

Q  No,no._ I|said, did you have any conversations with Don Jr. and Kimberly 
Guilfoyle about their presence being on stage or the possibility of being on stage with Ali 
Alexander and Alex Jones, either/or Ali Alexander or Alex Jones? 

A Right. It is highly unlikely | would've had that conversation with Don, but | 
don't remember definitively. And with Kim -- with Kim | may have talked to her about it, 
but | don't remember any specifics, and | don't remember her feeling strongly. She 
wasn't very involved in the weeds of this. 

Q She wasn't very involved in the weeds of speaking at the event? 

A No, of like -- at this point -- on January 6th about others speaking, any like 
the logistics, anything like that. 

Q A minute ago you said it was highly unlikely you would've spoken with Don 
directly about it. Like, can you explain what you meant by that? 

A Because | don't, like, talk to Don on the phone and check in with him about 
these things.

Q__ So, in the green boxes, those are people who are already confirmed on the 
5th as of January 2nd. That includes Pastor Mark Burns, Ali Alexander, Police 
Commissioner Kerik, and Roger Stone. 

At the point that Ms. Pierson sends this, were you aware that those individuals 
were confirmed as speaking on the 5th? 

A No. And 1 didn't understand then and | still don't understand now, like, 
what that -- like, who confirmed them for the 5th? Then, was that relayed to those 
people or anything? Like, in a vacuum, that doesn't really make sense. 

Q Let me step back for a second. Who did you think Ms. Pierson got this red, 
green, yellow box information from? 

A It says: Guidance from the White House. 

But this is a good example. This is why | made it in this format was to be able to 


just say, like, we were all talking to different organizers, put it in here, and then

So when -- | don't know who said, like, red or green because she says in here that 
she spoke to other organizers, which | would assume to be probably the Kremers, like, 
and then the White House, | don't know who she ran it by in the White House. 

Q_ So let me -- let me come back to that ina second. OnNo.3,shesays: The 
yellow marks either don't pass vetting or there may be an issue to explore. Do you 
know what she meant by "don't pass vetting"? 

A No. And she says that multiple times. Anda vetting report, like, takes a 
couple days, and so | don't know where -- and then this isa good example. Like Scott 
Presler was the only one she said would come back not vetting. I've never -- he seems 
like the nicest kid around who just goes around and registers -- of all the people on this 
list to not pass the vetting report, is it really the, like, 18-year-old kid who just registers 
voters? 

Q  Sodo you have any idea what vetting process she was referring to there 
when she said that the yellow didn't pass vetting? 

A No. 

Q Okay. And so -- in November 4, she says, POTUS' expectations are to have 
something intimate at the Ellipse and call on everyone to march to the Capitol. This 
actually works out because Ali's group is already setting up at the Capitol and SCOTUS is 
onthe way. Who did you understand POTUS to be in that? 

A President of the United States. 

Q And was it your understanding at the time that you were reading this that 
she had gotten that from the President of the United States? 

A No. It's a guidance from the White House. So it would have been that 


she was speaking to someone in the White House who then potentially had been asking 
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the President, but | don't have any knowledge of Katrina speaking with the President any 
time other than the January 4th. Doesn't mean she didn't. 

Q Okay. No,no. 1|see what you're saying. So, at the top, | was able to get 
a little guidance. You understand that to be POTUS, but not necessarily a direct line 
from Katrina to POTUS? 

A Yeah. Guidance from the White House. So whoever it is that she talked 
to in the White House, like, potentially could've -- she could've asked questions to, they 
asked the President, it was relayed back to her. 

Q_ Andso after -- 

A What | think is more interesting to point out here is that if everyone 
was -- including Katrina -- was so concerned over Ali Alexander and violent rhetoric, why 
would she be telling me that it's great that everyone can march to the Capitol and it 
works out because then Ali's group will be there and they can all go? 

So it's a little confusing as to, now, the rhetoric that I'm hearing come out of these 
folks now afterwards is that they were concerned that Ali was too high charged. That 
was not rhetoric | was getting at the time. 

Q_ So, actually, that's a really interesting point. Can you -- can you 
explain -- like, | see what you're saying, but kind of like help me understand POTUS' 
expectations are to have something intimate and call on everyone to march to the 
Capitol, right? 

So some people would say when they called it a "march," it was clear that they 
were marching, but certainly by now, it's clear, right, that everybody's marching to the 
Capitol. And you're point is here, she's actually -- she's actually almost endorsing or 
saying it's fine because Ali's group is already setting up at the Capitol and SCOTUS is on 


the way. 
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A My point is -- the conversations | had during this time, again, like even with 
the Kremers, they're only concern ever raised to me about Ali was that he takes all of the 
limelight. It wasn't "we're concerned about violent rhetoric; we're concerned he's an 
extremist." That is now what I'm seeing play out a lot in the press, and in accusations 
against me in the press are, like, being rewritten from what was happening in real time. 

Q So -- because you raise a good point, if she's not worried about Ali's group 
setting up at the Capitol and everybody marching over there, what did you think her 
worry was about him speaking on the 6th? 

Mr. Rowley. At the Ellipse? 

a. Right. Yes. I'msorry. At the Ellipse rally. 

The Witness. | don't -- because it was -- she came in and -- like, there was a 
bunch of flags here of different people that she had concerns about, but at this point, | 
just was happy to have the help, and | didn't really, like, pushback on Katrina who said it 
was -- | had asked her to help me kind of better understand who these people were. 
Ultimately, at this time, the President was going to decide who was speaking, right? 

Like, around the 2nd, it was almost pretty much certain that he was going to 
speak. So this still wasn't even any sort of final speaking list, and for me it was guided 
from the White House, oh, move this person to the 5th or something, but --

Q  Soevery list that has POTUS speaking, | think, at 11 a.m. is just post that 
tweet where he says it's like -- everybody is just kind of, like, there's a chance -- like, we're 
hoping until confirmation, we're just kind of leaving this there for him until we actually 
get confirmation is kind of what | was understanding you to say? Because they say 
POTUS. They always say -- like, a lot of the lineup -- 


A Oh, when was he confirmed are you saying? 
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Q No,no. We'll come to that, but | thought what you were saying is that, at 
this point, he's not confirmed. Like, if the speaker lineup says POTUS that does not 
necessarily mean he's confirmed; it's just a space held for POTUS? 

A My recollection of a final confirmation, like, he is speaking, this is happening, 
was the 3rd, sometime around there. Like, whenever the first time like a graphic went 
out with him saying confirmed President Trump. So maybe it could have been the 
second or something like that, but we were operating under the assumption it was highly 
likely starting -- from the moment we moved it to the Ellipse. 

Q Okay. And let me check something real quick. So she sends this on the 
second -- 

A _ Right. 

Q- --and did you understand this to mean that, when she marked the green 
boxes as being confirmed on the 5th, did you understand this to mean that they were 
being moved to the 5th, and they would not be speaking on the 6th? 

A Yeah. | understood it as to her recommendation based on guidance that 
she had gotten from the White House organizers that, like, these should be moved to the 
5th, but | was confused. Well, what's the difference then between someone green and 
the 5th of red on the 5th. 

Q What do you mean? 

A Like, they were all being moved to the 5th and saying -- all of these were 
people who were confirmed to speak on the 6th via some organizer or some website, 
right? Sol didn't get the sense that she called Ali Alexander and called and confirmed to 
let him know that he would actually be speaking on the 5th. 

And she's saying, if they're in green and highlighted, they're confirmed for the 5th, 


| don't get the sense that that was communicated on the 2nd to Roger Stone who's in 
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here in green on the Sth. 

Q  No,no. That seems pretty clear, right, cause you're having texts up until 
like January 5th. 

A Right. Sol didn't understand this email then, and | still don't understand it 
now. 

Q  Doyou remember at the time what your impression was in terms of what 
were the ramifications of somebody being green, yellow, or red? 

A | took it ever to basically mean who, like, Katrina necessarily like liked or 
didn't like. 

Q_ Katrina or Katrina with White House guidance? 

A Katrina. | never -- | don't think | ever asked her, but | don't know who her 
point of contact was in the White House, so -- 

Q When you saw -- oh, I'm sorry. 

A _ The only reason why | think it's her, | just remember being very confused 
about, like, her concerns over Scott Presler, and of all the people to flag on vetting on this 
list, like, it's just kind of a random one. 

Q___ Did you -- in terms of point No. 5, | think, we should secure a SCOTUS stage 
and have the higher profile, more serious policy speakers who are not speaking on the 
5th speak there right after POTUS on the way to the Capitol. Did it seem like there was 
a little bit of a -- for lack of a better word, like, a sorting hatness to this in terms of some 
of you are going to the 5th, some of you are going to SCOTUS, and then, | think, only four 
make it to -- no, not four -- excuse me -- like a handful of the early ones, the only ones 
below blue who make it on to the 6th are Mastriano and Paxton and then all of the 
Women for America First speakers?

A So | didn't -- | didn't reply, because | didn't fully know the answer. This is 
now the day after when the President says, "| don't want anyone speaking other than 
myself, and hold music, and maybe the family."

A __ Right. 

Q_ --| just want your personal understanding of it. 

A | don't think | understood her point to this email. 

Q When she says below it, "This is a Women for America First event, and we 
are allowing others to participate, ultimately, we're responsible" -- | think she's moving a 
word -- "for what's being presented," was it your understanding when she said "we're" 


she meant we as in Women for America First and she was lumping herself in with that? 
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A Right. That is the first time where she, like, blatantly admits that. But 
yes, that was quite an evolution from when | brought her in on the 1st to help deal with 
them to then being a member of Women for America First. 

Q And when she says, "Moving forward, Justin and Megan are in full control of 
operations and this will be executed like every other event," does she mean like every 
other Trump rally that they had executed when they were all on the campaign together? 

A Correct. 

Q- Okay. "All this for the Ellipse event, including credentialing and VIPs, will 
be submitted to them for review and final approval." 

A __ Right. 

Q A minute ago we had talked about, like, who had approval status and it 
seemed unclear. 

A Yeah, 

Q_ Had there been any rigid rules like this in terms of approvals put on prior to 
this? 

A No. 

Q___ Did Justin and Megan have that level of approval authority prior to this 
email? 

A | mean, | wouldn't have -- | have no -- that's why | sent the video to Justin 
and Megan. Like they are from an operations standpoint, if they were the, like, final -- if 
Justin had said, "| have a problem with this video," | would not have questioned it.

Q What did you understand her to be saying when she wrote that? 

A | thought it made no sense. | don't think the White House was approving 
the credentialing process, or VIPs, or operations, or organizational structure of videos.

And other than | believe you said the direct conversation -- or the 
text that you sent to Tuberville and the reachouts that you did to some of the staff, none 
of the Congresspeople, other than those who spoke on January 6th, took the bus or came 
or attended the rally on the Ellipse that you know of? 

Mr. Parrish. Objection, form. 

The Witness. No, there were Members that attended.

Q  Doyou know who? 

A | know Madison Cawthorn attended, because someone had flagged that for 
me. And soli flagged it for Justin that we needed an elevator for the stage in case he 
came. Hedidcome. | know Mo Brooks came. 

Q- Oh,right. I'msorry. | was saying other than those who spoke. 


A Oh. 
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Q Like attendees or VIPs or VVIPs. 

A | think that there were a few others that just came into the VIP section. 
The only other one | could think of would be Gosar. 

Q Okay. |have some -- I'm going to put aside some questions just because 
I'm a little worried on time. So l'm going to -- | may have to come back to some things, 
so forgive me for that. 

But can you go to exhibit 54? So, on this one, | believe -- oh, it's on 758. 

A Okay. 

Q  OnDecember 28th, Monday, you told Charlie Kirk: POTUS is now speaking 
on January 6th, so we need this to be a very legit operation in crowd building. |'m not 
comfortable with these other organizations. Can we step up Turning Point 
involvement? Also, | think you need to speak. 

Was that the first day that you knew that POTUS was speaking for sure on January 
6th? 

A _ That was the day that the event was moved to the Ellipse, per Secret 
Service's direction. So it was -- that move was made because -- under an expectation 
that he was likely to speak, and if he did, like, that was the only place where he would be 
able to. 

Q Okay. So, on the next page, when he actually says, "who told you he is 
speaking," and you say "White House" --

Q Okay. So that would have been earlier when you said, well, Justin Caporale 
said it had to be moved from the one location to the other, so you thought that came 
from White House advance? 

That was a result of his meeting with White House advance and 
Secret Service on the President speaking. And he couldn't do Freedom Plaza, so that 
moved to the Ellipse. 

Q Okay. So you were talking about the Justin Caporale, that incident? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. And, on exhibit 59, so that one was December 28th, and now it's 
January 1st, Friday, 2:47 p.m. Megan Powers says: Hey, Caroline, POTUS just tweeted 
that he's going to speak at 11 a.m. Let's get on the phone later to discuss how that 
impacts the speakers. 

At this point, are you -- do you think at this point that POTUS is speaking at 11 
a.m., or is it still uncertain to you? 

A Yes, | do think he is. 

Q You do think he is speaking at this point?

Q_ Allof the names on that spreadsheet -- excuse me. All the names in the 
Breitbart article that are listed appear on your spreadsheet if you want to take time to 
compare it.

Cagle. | don't see Brandon Straka. 

Q  No,no. | said all of the names in the Breitbart article that are listed appear 
on your list. There are more on your list, but all of the names in the Breitbart article are 
on your list. 

A Okay. | don't understand the point. 

Q I'm just asking, do you see that, that all of the names in the Breitbart article 
are on your list in exhibit 17? 

A Anyone who like were high-profile who we were thinking were speaking 
were like publicized on sites.

The Witness. Yes. We've been through this, like -- all of these people were 
confirmed to speak and being publicized on some website. And they were either going 
to end up speaking, | mean, at this moment in time, at the 5th SCOTUS event, which 
never existed, or the 5th the night before, or the 6th at the White House. They were all 
confirmed to speak at some sort of event on January 6th or 5th.

Q  Buthere'sthe thing. | think | know what you're talking about in terms of 
like I'm posting, I'm speaking, I'm speaking, I'm speaking.

Q And this is not in any disrespect to them, right? But if they self-proclaim 
themselves speakers, nobody really cares. It's when an article says that per a source 
involved in the matter, that gives them the imprimatur that they were appearing on the 
stage with the President on January 6th, that all of a sudden people cared about this list.

Q- Andso the timing of it is such that -- | mean, this is not like super 
complicated/like even that weird, right? You guys did all this work. You said it in that 
email. All the people who did all the organizing aren't getting to speak. She just 
unilaterally decides. And the day that she sends that, that night | think you talk toa 
reporter and say: These are the people who are speaking. 


Mr. Parrish. She didn't say that these are the people on the stage with the

Mr. Rowley. At what point in time was it planned? 

Mr. Parrish. There's a question about the time the march would take place or 
the time that somebody planned for a march to take place and a time somebody planned 
for a march to take place inthat fashion. So it's ambiguous which thing you're asking 
about. 

a. That's fair. Was it your understanding that, after the rally at the 
Ellipse, attendees would march to the Capitol? 
Mr. Parrish. And you're asking her understanding as of what time? What date? 
a. We'll start with when the event at the very beginning on December 
22nd was called Million MAGA March. 

Mr. Rowley. And, i, I'm not trying to be difficult, but, as you know from 

the voluntary interview, that changed over time. 
Sa No, no, no, that's what I'm saying. 

I'm just starting from the first day when it was titled Million MAGA March, was it 
your understanding that people would be marching?

Mr. Parrish. -- day she understood that there was something called --

The Witness. No. The 22nd,1 didn't even know an event was taking place. 
a. So, as you begin to plan the rally and you talk to people on the 26th, 
to the extent that you can, when do you become -- at what point do you become aware 


of the idea that there is a plan to march from the rally to the Capitol? 
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Mr. Parrish. Just object to the form about begin to plan the rally, because 
obviously there are a lot of people planning. She was handling the logistics, but -- 

Mr. Rowley. Go ahead and answer if you can. 

The Witness. | think it's easier for me to answer as of the day of the event on the 
6th. | had no idea that the President was going to say that there -- now we are going to 
march to the Capitol. 

Q No, no, no, sorry, let me be clear. I'm not asking you when did the 
President plan for people to march. I'm saying, you know, there were -- you mentioned 
a minute ago that Ms. Pierson's email, | want to say on January 4th referenced, oh, and 
they're going to march down, they're going to pass SCOTUS, right? So there was some 
envisioning of event at the Ellipse and then marching to the Capitol. 

A _ Right. 

Q In exhibit -- and that's | think January 4th. 

In exhibit 61, you're talking with Tim Enloe. Hesays: Joe Flynn contacted me. 
He also wants to join Roger, Alex, et cetera, in leading the march to the Capitol. How 
can we get them VIP passes? 

Do you remember a time where it either became clear -- when did you become 
aware of the fact that part of the event would be marching to the Capitol after the event 
on the Ellipse? 

A From the -- from -- it was always -- the event was called March to Save 
America. The website prior to even coming out was Trumpmarch.com. Like the 
Kremer women had march -- huge march buses with graphics all toit. So like | 
always -- | continually asked the question of like are -- is there some sort of march 


happening? There seems to be a lot of titling regarding march. 
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And so | asked questions throughout it, but there was never a confirmed march at 
any point, right? It was there was questions or there was discussions with Justin as to if 
this would make sense or not, and there was never a yes orano. It was just an 
open-ended discussion. 

Q But, at some point, you have conversations with Alex Jones or Ali Alexander, 
right, about how are you going to get them out of the VIP area so they can get to the 
Capitol? 

A _ Right. 

Q = And what do those discussions include? 

A Alex wanted to go with Roger Stone. Ali wasn't really a part of that. 

Ali -- so now -- | didn't really get the sense that Ali and Alex like knew each other very well 
or -- like, it was never a group text. Like, the conversations were kind of isolated. Sol 
just never -- they may be very good friends, they might not know each other. So -- but 
Alex Jones' expectation was that he and Roger Stone would lead a march from the Ellipse 
to their rally at the Capitol. That also was Ali's rally or something. And -- but -- and 
they'd asked about like directions or things to do. And those were things | never could 
get or did get answers to. 

Q But at least -- is it fair to say that at least, as of January 4th, in Ms. Pierson's 


email, where she says, "The President envisions an intimate event followed by a march to 


the Capitol" -- 
A Correct. 
Q- -- people are at least aware that, at least based on that email, that she's 


representing that the President anticipated event at the Ellipse, march to the Capitol? 
A Yeah, that's what she said the White House had said to do. 


Q_ Anddid you have any reason to think that that was wrong, based on what 
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you had heard or seen, in terms of the organization of the event? 

A No. |mean, everything was branded Trump march, and there was two 
events and a direct line between each other. So it seemed like something that could or 
would happen.

Q To beclear, the event at the Capitol was Mr. Alexander's event, that's the 
one that you're referencing? 

A Sort of. But! knew a bunch of people speaking at it. Like, Roger was 
supposed to speak at it, and Ali and Alex, and there was someone else who references 
that they were a speaker. Sol never viewed anything as like one person's event. They 
were like coalitions of events and speakers. So -- 

| want to add that when | first got involved or heard about this, so probably on the 
26th, the route was like Ali's event was supposed to be in the morning, and then the 
evening was -- and Cindy references this in her Rally to Revival, you know, it's going to be 
evening. 

So a march would have happened from the Capitol to Freedom Plaza in the 
afternoon, so basically away from the Capitol up to the White House. And then through 
this -- like the timing changes is what flipped that.

If I'm 
remembering right, | think you proposed $200,000, but it ended up being like minimal | 
think on your edited one. 


A Right. 
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Q But there are some individuals that do end up getting speaker fees. And | 
want to talk about the two individuals that we know, Mr. Don Jr. and Ms. Guilfoyle, but, 
first, | want to ask you, do you know of anybody else who spoke on the 6th who was paid 
speaker fees for speaking? 

A You have to define speaker's fee. If Katrina was paid 25,000 for Women for 
America First and then made herself one of the only speakers, would you define that as a 
speaker's fee? 

Q | would find that relevant, yes. So, | mean, that's broader probably, but | 
can't say it's not. Sol appreciate kind of like the attempt to answer the answer within 
the question. So not unreasonable that it was unclear, if she was paid the $25,000, 
would it qualify as speaker fees. 

Is there anyone else who, black, white, or gray, may have been remunerated for 
speaking on January 6th? 

A Not to my knowledge. 

Q Okay. And this is really to clear it out of the way to make sure that I'm not 
missing anything. 

In exhibit 76, there's an email from you to somebody named Rebecca Karabus at 
Capitol HQ regarding putting together two invoices to Turning Point Action. Who is 
Ms. Karabus?

Q Are you familiar with their association with Steve Bannon?

Q Okay. And-- 


A But that makes -- Rebecca works for Alexandra Preate. 


Q And that is who? 


A She's a friend of mine and Kimberly. 


Q When you said "that makes sense" because | said Bannon, does Ms. -- and 


I'm going to -- Preate? 


A Yes. 


Q_ Does she have a relationship with Mr. Bannon? 


A Yes. 


QA professional one? 


A Yes. 


Q Do you know what role, like if you could describe her professional 


relationship with him? 


A | don't know. 


Q PR, is that fair? 


A She does comms, communications. 


Q Okay. And did somebody -- you asked Ms. Karabus to put together the 


invoices to Turning Point for Ms. Guilfoyle and Mr. Trump to speak that day. Did Ms. 


Guilfoyle ask you to do that? 


A Rebecca had helped before to make -- she had the format of a True Media 


invoice before. 


So | don't remember who asked who what, but it was not uncommon 
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for Rebecca to assist with something like that. 
Q Okay. So it would not be uncommon for you, knowing that the 


speaker -- how the speaker fees worked, to ask Ms. Karabus to put it in an invoice for 


you? 
Mr. Parrish. Objection, form.

Q___| guess it sounded like you were saying Ms. Karabus made these invoices in 
the past? 
A Yes. She made invoices for True Media, for Kim. Like she had the invoice 
template. 


Q_ Right. Socan you create an invoice like you've done before? 

A Right. Correct. 

Q_ Andso you had not -- apparently, I'm reading into this you had not run that 
by Ms. Guilfoyle, because she corrects you and asks you -- asks Ms. Karabus instead to 
make one invoice instead. Is that right? 

A Can you rephrase the question? 

Q Well, I'm just reading the two emails. Yousay: Please put together two 
invoices, one for Ms. Guilfoyle for 30,000, one for Donald Trump, Jr. for 30,000. 

Ms. Guilfoyle responds 20 minutes later and says: So, actually, we're going to go 
ahead and invoice for 60,000 to True Media. | talked to Don for Kimberly Guilfoyle, 
Donald Trump, Jr., for Wednesday, January 6th, and | will just 1099 him, and I'll wire the 
money so it's my True Media LLC and Chase Bank account number and routing. And, 
Rebecca, you have it. Thank you so much. 

A _ Right. 


Q_ There's a lot of missing punctuation so | did the best | could, but the gist is it 
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sounds like you asked for these invoices, but she corrects it and asks for a different form 
where it's one for 60,000 to True Media? 

A Correct. 

Q_ And let me step back for asecond. How did these speaking fees come to 
be? Who agreed to pay them $60,000 to speak? 

A Turning Point USA. 

Q Okay. And who-- 

Or Turning Point Action, | guess. 

Q And whoat Turning Point authorized that? Was that Charlie Kirk, or who 
said, we're paying Don and Kimberly 60,000 to speak? 

A Can you rephrase the question as to -- 

Q Who authorized -- who at Turning Point authorized Ms. Guilfoyle and 
Mr. -- can | call him Mr. Trump? 

A Yes. 

Q_ Like Trump Jr.? 

A _ Right. 

Q Don seems -- Mr. Trump, Jr. 

A Yeah. 

Q Who authorized them to receive the $30,000 payments from Turning Point? 

Mr. Parrish. Objection, form. 

The Witness. | don't know their authorization process. But! do know, like, that 
Don and Kim are often paid to speak at Turning Point events. 

a. Okay. So who would have authorized them to be paid to speak at 

this as if it were a Turning Point event? 


Mr. Parrish. Objection, form. 
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a Like, who is saying, we will pay you $60,000 to speak on January 6th? 
Who at Turning Point is saying that? 
Mr. Parrish. If you know. 
The Witness. I don't. | guess | still don't understand the question. 
oF A minute ago, | said: Who authorized the $60,000? 

You said, Turning Point authorized it. 

My question is, who at Turning Point said, yes, we will pay you $60,000 to speak? 

The Witness. | don't know. 

a. Did they need to say, or did you tell them, Turning Point, to pay Ms. 
Guilfoyle and Mr. Trump? 

The Witness. Yeah, that's why it's un -- it is not abnormal for them to get 
speakers' fees from events that Turning Point are involvedin. Like, that's something 
that -- discussions I've had with Charlie before of other events.

Q___ Did you discuss with Charlie paying Ms. Guilfoyle and Mr. Trump, Jr., $60,000 
to speak on January 6th?

Q - --can you remember any conversation you had with him where you 
discussed Turning Point paying the $60,000 for them to speak? 

A Yes, we would have had to have discussed it. 

Q Why would you have had to have discussed it? Couldn't you have just said 
they're going to get paid $60,000? 

A Yeah, but that's a discussion. 

Qs I'masking you.

Mr. Rowley. | hate to interrupt, but I'm not sure that that's a fair 
characterization of what she said. She's testified previously that she made 
recommendations with respect to the way certain money might be allocated. 

This is a completely different matter. You're asking her about Turning Point and 
whether she had the authority to authorize a payment by Turning Point to True Media. 

| Right. That | thought would be a very straightforward question. 
Like, I'm just literally trying to figure out would Turning Point have had to authorize this or 


would you have had the ability to authorize it yourself? 
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The Witness. You used two different words. Earlier, yousaid input. Yes, |am 
able to give input to Charlie or Turning Point or any of these organizations on what they 
want to do. 

"Authorize" is a totally separate word. | can't email the Turning Point CFO and 
direct him to pay an invoice to someone that, like, hasn't gone through probably their 
approval processes. So "authorize" is a very different word from input. 

Mr. Rowley. So, Caroline, your answer, as | understand it, is no, you did not have 
the authority to authorize -- 

The Witness. Right. Okay.

Q_ That's alll was getting at. Turning Point would have had to approve this. 

A Yes, 

Q Okay. And_| really wasn't trying to make it complicated. Apologies if | 
made it more complicated than it needed to be. 

Do you have any idea why Ms. Guilfoyle wanted the one wire to True Media 
instead of it being split as you originally proposed? 

A Because | think the split doesn't make sense, looking at it, mainly because 
usually people aren't paid to like an individual bank account. Like, when someone pays 
me at Bluebonnet Fundraising, it's an LLC, right? 

Q Okay. 

A And so | have no knowledge of Don having an LLC or having a separate -- so | 
think it was more just like True Media LLC is one that | dealt with like before with Kim. 

So it just made more sense that it's an LLC and that money can be divvied up however the 
LLC deems it. Like, | don't know of Don having a separate one. 


Q_ Tothe best of your recollection, is True Media owned by Ms. Guilfoyle? 
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A | have no idea. 
Q Do you know her to be associated with it? 
| would hope so if her speaker fee goes there. 

Q_ That's what I'm saying. Do you have any idea if she's an owner, if she has 
control? Like, is she an employee or is that her company? 

A | have no idea. 

Q Okay. Based on the fact that she wanted her money to go there, and | 
think you said you'd had a lot of -- well, you had had previous experience with True 
Media. 

A _ Right. 

Q What is your understanding of Ms. Guilfoyle's relationship with True Media? 

A It's an LLC, the same way that my Bluebonnet Fundraising. Hers is True 
Media LLC. 

Q_ Soit's her LLC? 

A | don't know. | have no idea if it's a sole proprietorship or a dually owned. 

Q___Is there anyone else that you know that's associated with True Media or that 
works at True Media? 

A No. 

Q Okay. Can you turn to exhibit 79. This looks like emails between Ms. 
Guilfoyle and an individual at JPMorgan Chase, and | believe you're included. 

And Ms. Guilfoyle seems to be inquiring about the status of an incoming transfer 
of $60,000. Was that in relationship to what we were just discussing, the speaker fees? 

A Yes, 

Q And| believe the speaker fee email was January 2nd, and this is now 4 days 


later, January 6th, at 4:17 p.m. Do you know why -- to the extent that you know, was 
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there any reason why she was checking on the status of the transfer? 

A Well, this was an email from her, JPMorgan Chase, at 10:54 a.m. on January 
6th, saying good morning, like of him inquiring about it. And from my experience -- 

Q Let's back up for a second. 

A It's important for you to go down. On January 6th, at 10:54 a.m., her 
accountant -- like, so she had inquired -- 

Q_ Oh, you're reading, sorry, the -- 

A Yes. So the -- that timing is significant because, in my own experience, too, 
at the White House Ellipse, there was no service. So! would imagine, you know, being 
done with the event and then she left immediately to go to a plane to leave, that she saw 
this email sometime of like getting onto the plane. 

Her plane doesn't have Wi -- the plane that she took had no WiFi. And so | think 
what happened is she landed and then -- at 4:17 p.m. is around when her flight landed, 
and then that email came through. 

Q Okay. Andso she -- did you get the impression from this, understanding 
that it's just your impression, did you get the impression from this that she was 
concerned about the status of the wire? 

A No, because she sent it on Tuesday, January 5th, at 6:18 p.m., to her 
accountant: Hey, it's Kimberly. Did the 60K hit True Media? 

He didn't reply until the next day at 10:04 a.m. And then | kind of laid out like 
the timing again of where that -- so | think it's just an email chain and -- 

Q = Just anormal check on the wire? 

A Yeah. She checked on it on the evening of the 5th. 

Q  Canyou turn to exhibit 77. These are emails between Mr. Caporale, the 


Kremers, you and | believe some other individuals. And it seems to be an agreement as 
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of December 30th what the fees to ESI would be for these events. 

A _ Right. 

Q_ And, if you go a couple pages in, the one at the bottom that reads, ending in 
219, there's an email from you to Turning Point Action -- excuse me, 
accounting @tpaction.com, at 1:55 p.m., and you ask Turning Point: Hi, please see 
Bluebonnet and True Media invoices attached. Could you please hold off until 
tomorrow morning on paying True Media. 

Why did you ask them to hold off on paying True Media? 

A | think probably because, at this time, we didn't have a final speakers list 
approved by the White House. 

Q_ Andso your understanding was, if she wasn't going to speak, you 
weren't -- that she was not -- True Media was not going to get paid? 

A Correct. 

Q Okay. And where did you get that understanding from? Like, what gave 
you that understanding? 

A Because it was a speaker's fee. So it would be paid if they spoke. 

Q Would Donald get his 30 if he spoke but she didn't? Or correct me if there 
was a package deal. | don't know how that works. 

A | don't -- | -- it's pretty -- | have not thought of it like separately as separate 
packages, | guess. So -- 

Q If Ms. Guilfoyle hadn't spoken, would you have authorized the $60,000 
payment? Excuse me. Would you have been okay with the $60,000 payment going 
through? 

A Probably not. 


Q Okay. And, if we could turn to exhibit 71, these are some of the texts that 
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you exchanged with Ms. Guilfoyle. On January 4th, | just want to -- a couple of them, 
and | think these ones are a little weird. There's the ones that are at 4:56 and on. 

On January 4th, you ask Ms. Guilfoyle twice: Don't forget to call Julie. 

And then in all caps at 6:14ish, you say: CALLJULIE. What was so urgent for 
her to call Julie? 

A | wanted -- she had not spoken to Julie during this whole process or 
anything. Sol was asking her to please call and thank Julie for making these 
contributions and helping to support this event. | just thought it would be a nice thing 
for Kim to do. 

Q Why? 

A Because like Kim and | had spoken jointly before with Julie during the Trump 
campaign, and then but Kim had not been involved in any of this process. And sol 
wanted her and Don to call and thank Julie Fancelli, who was no longer coming to the 
event, just call and say thank you. 

Q_ And this is an odd question, so, if it's not valid, correct it, but would you have 
said Ms. Fancelli at this point was her donor or your donor? 

A | wouldn't say either. 


Q_ For the purposes of the January 6th event -- 


A _ Right. 

Q _ -- and what Ms. Fancelli donated for that event -- 

A Yeah, 

Q_ -- would you have said Ms. Fancelli was your donor or Ms. Guilfoyle brought 


in that donor? 
A Kimberly was our finance chair, so all donors were her donors. 


Q Forever? 
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A | mean, they're not -- no donor is like any more hers than mine, but if 
you're -- if that's the way that you're like looking at it in your mind -- 

Q Well, no, I'm saying, if subsequently Ms. Guilfoyle said, "| brought in that $3 
million donor," -- 

A _ Right. 

Q_ -- would that be accurate, given the work or lack of work that she did in 
relation to January 6th? 

A It would be accurate. Like, because Kim was a principal, and so, you know, 
she did a lot of work cultivating Ms. Fancelli throughout the campaign. 

Q So, for the simple fact that she had that previous relationship, even if she did 
nothing related to the fundraising or organizing of January 6th -- 

A __ Right. 

Q- --your position would be it would still be accurate for her to say it was 
her -- Ms. Fancelli was her donor for January 6th? 

A | think what you're referencing is a text message that Kim sent to Katrina 
that Katrina then leaked to the press. And so that like wouldn't bother me. It is nota 
strange thing that Kim would say, "my donor at 3 million," even though she hadn't been 
interacting with that donor and| had. That -- to me, that was a private message 


between her and Katrina. Like, so that makes sense. _ It's not strange to me.

So | want to unpack some of that. What did you mean when you said "Julie has 
been burned so bad in all of this"? 

A | think that was just -- | sensed at this same moment in time a frustration of, 
like, the speakers and who was -- then not necessarily like reflecting like who the ones 
that she knew of or liked.

Q That, basically, the event that she gave all this money that she envisioned 
was nothing -- well, with the exception of President Trump, which was a very like 
important exception.

Q It's respectful, it's professional, it's courteous. He's helpful to you, you ask 
him for things, and he delivers. 

So nobody reading this would actually think it was weird if you looked at all of the 


drama -- | forget how you worded it -- all of the nightmare and said, "The one person who 
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didn't make my life miserable was my people." 

So that's what we're trying to figure out is, is taking it in a vacuum -- 

A __ Right. 

Q_ --you didn't have a ton of interaction with Alex Jones, but it sounded like 
Ms. Fancelli did like Alex Jones and wanted him there. So you said you wanted to take 
care of your donor. 

There's absolutely a way to see how Ali Alexander, the one person who was nice 
and helpful to you, and Alex Jones, the one person that your donor was a real fan of, who 
you worked to try to get on the stage the entire time, never got on the stage on 
January 6th. And there's certainly an interpretation there of "my people" to be the two 
individuals that you worked really hard that at the last minute she basically said no? 

Mr. Parrish. Okay. There's not a question pending right now. 

The Witness. Well, | want to pull out one thing in there on Alex Jones. 

Alex, if you notice on the speaker's list, was never -- he was on the original, that 
one, way early and then dropped off and wasn't. So, yeah, Alex was not someone | was 
advocating for hard core to speak the entire time throughout it. 

Alex actually was also -- was very easy. He was like, "Yeah, | don't care about 
speaking." That wasit. So he just fell off the list and never -- didn't care.

But Ali was different, right?

Yeah. He wanted to speak. 

Q And he worked really hard to organize this, didn't he? 

A Yeah, I'm not denying that, and | did say that, that | thought he was very nice 
and pleasant to deal with and not dramatic. 


But back to this original, "I'd hardly say you helped my people," my interpretation 
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of this -- | see where you all's interpretation is -- but my interpretation was, when | was 
reading this, that your people get stages in this moment -- | now see where you all are 
coming from and it maybe is not what, like Katrina. 

But | interpreted that to mean her saying that | helped the Kremers get on to stage 
and herself as my people, and I'm like that -- because that at that time is who was 
speaking. 

Like, Ken Paxton wasn't speaking, Rudy -- | mean, | don't -- so "my people" could 
have been anyone, but like | was thinking she meant the Kremers. 

Q_ Right below that you say, "If | get one more" -- excuse me -- she 
says -- apologies -- Ms. Pierson says, "If | get one more complaint about anyone not being 
able to get credentials or their seats or their VIP, | will have everyone on your team 
escorted off the property and that includes you. White House approved." 

What did you think she meant by that? 

A | quit replying. Butit also made nosense. | didn't say anyone couldn't get 
in. And, like, | wasn't running registration that morning either. 

Like, Women for America First had a registration desk. They made their 
credentials. And then my girls were sitting at a registration desk up there. | don't 
know what the final list system, like, actually ended up looking like, was all confirmed, but 
there wasn't really service. 

So | didn't -- it's not like they had texted me and said, "Can this person come in?" 
and I'd be, like, no or yes. | wasn't really going through. And also those texts could 
have been reflected. So there's not anyone that | denied entry. 

Q Did you get the credentials late the night of January 5th from, | think, 
somewhere in Virginia? 


A | didn't go. Someone from my staff did.

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Q Okay. And did anybody else know that you were getting them? 

A Yeah. I'm sure others would have known that we were going to get them. 
| don't know if it would have been late the evening of the 5th, because | would've had to 
give credentials to Ali on the afternoon of the 5th. 

Q_ The night of the 5th, did you invite anyone up to your room after you had 
gotten the credentials? 

A | don't -- | remember Alexandra Preate walking back with me and coming up. 
| do know now that there was an individual, Dustin someone, who had said that he was 
with me the evening of the 5th. | have no memory ofthat. Alexandra thinks that we 
rode the elevator with him, but then she kind of said, well, maybe he came upstairs and 
came to the room because we ordered some food and had, like, a drink or something like 
that in the room. 

| really don't -- don't remember. | don't remember him or -- the way the article 
phrased it was, like, had a meeting with. | was like, what? Thisisso bizarre. But | 
don't feel like | would've gotten home until, like, very late. 

Q_ And please don't take this -- this is not asked with any sense of judgment, it's 
just for facts. Were you inebriated at all that night such that it would make it difficult to 
remember what happened? 

A Probably. 

Q Okay. Would Alexandra have noticed that you were inebriated? 

A Oh, she probably would have been too. 

Q_ Fair. 

A We just lost the Senate majority, so this was a bit of a mourning time. 

Q  Andwhen you got the credentials from Virginia, did you grab all of them or 


did you grab some of them? 
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A | have no idea. One of the staffers or someone went to go get them. 

Q Okay. Do you remember when they came back if there were a lot more 
credentials than you thought there normally would have been? 

A | don't know. 

Q  Ordid you notice the next morning that you had a lot of credentials? 

A | would've had all the credentials with the exception of, like, one batch that | 
would've given to Ali. 

Q Oh, because you would have then brought them and divvied them up to 
everybody, to all the other groups? 

A No. Everyone submitted their lists, including Ali, to pick up theirs that 
morning. Ali wanted a few to not, like -- to have them basically -- | think he probably 
just wanted it as a security blanket, which | was willing -- to have some in hand to be able 
to, like, give out then. They also would have been on the list. 

And the only way to, like, come in would have been the same VIP entry point, 
even if you had your credential already with you. But, otherwise, like, nobody else 
really had their credit -- you had to just come through the VIP check-in. 

Q = Onthe day of January 6th -- it's a good segue -- | understand the thing with 
Ms. Pierson, but did somebody -- did you have any interactions with Kylie Kremer? 

A No. 

Q Okay. Did you have any personal interactions with Katrina Pierson other 
than the text? I'm talking about in person. 

A Yeah, | think that she did, like, approach me at some point and seemed like 
very heated. And|don't remember what she would've confronted me about. 

Q Did you have any -- can you describe your interactions with Ali Alexander 


that day? 
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A | don't really remember any direct interaction. He came in and! saw him 
working at the front thing. | said here are your seats. That was that day, that morning 
would have been. 

Q Did you escort him out when it was time for him to go to his event? 

A Yeah, because he was going to go with Alex. Roger Stone didn't show up. 
And so | asked Alex who, like, is there anyone else he'd want to, like, walk with, march 
with, whatever you want to call it, to go down to their event since Roger didn't show up. 

And he said, "Yeah, Michael Flynn." 

And | asked Michael Flynn, and he said, "Hell, no. _ It's freezing." 

And so then | said, "What about Ali, since he's going to the same stage?" 

And Alex said, "Okay. Whatever." 

Q And | think you just said a minute ago, so you never saw Roger Stone on 
January 6th because he didn't show up? 

A Yeah. | don't think he showed up. | don't remember seeing him. 

Q___ Did you have any conversations -- other than the text messages that you 
provided, did you have any phone calls with Julie Fancelli?

A | would think -- | think | would've, like, called her to check in after all this, but 
I'm not sure. 


Q She sends you three texts that day asking when Roger speaks and when Alex 
is going to speak.

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they weren't speaking? 

A No. Where would that be? 

Q Exhibit 70, specifically 435, assuming it's the right one. Some of these have 
been off for some reason.

Q Yeah. Bottom of 435, she said, "Hey, are you in the middle of it all? Does 
Roger speak this afternoon?" 

You said, "It's incredible."

He is so happy." 

She says, "Where are the buses with all of Charlie Kirk's youth? Where does 
Roger speak?" There's a little bit of a common theme there. 

So | was just surprised. After Julie's asks, is she a little heartbroken that Roger 
never speaks on January 6th? 

A | think probably. But! -- you have to understand Julie, she doesn't -- she's 
like the nicest person ever. So she's just asking that to be nice. And | don't -- she 
doesn't know Roger. 

| think at one point she had asked me for his number and she may have called 
him. | have no idea if they actually spoke on the phone. 

But she obviously, like, really likes him, but it's not because they're, like, sitting 
and coordinating with one another and talking, right, like | don't --

A Yeah, 


Q  Andcan you tell us the interactions you had with -- you mention it here, that 
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you're actually backstage, "POTUS is about togoup. He'ssohappy." Did you actually 
talk with him that day? 
A No, but that was when the infamous, like, dancing video was happening. 
Saal With Ms. Guilfoyle? 
The Witness. | think it was Don that recorded it. 
Seen | meant of Ms. Guilfoyle dancing. 
The Witness. | think there, like, were multiple people. So it was a joyous time 
backstage at that time. 
| In the tent, right? Like the shimmying in the tent thing?

Q So you didn't actually get to talk to the President at all? 

A No. Huh-uh. 

Q But did he look happy then? 

A Yeah. | think they were looking at photos of the crowd and it was a very 
big crowd. So-- 

Q_ [have been told that makes him very excited. 


A Yes. He likes big crowds. 
Q Okay. And interms of members of the Trump family, did you get a chance 


to spend time with Don and Kimberly? 
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A Yeah. 

Q Were you hanging out in the tent? 

A Yes, because they arrived much earlier than the President. There wasa 
separate tent. So for at least an hour, maybe even longer than that, they were hanging 
out in, like, a separate tent that was sort of a speakers hub tent that had coffee and 
things. 

Q Did you get the impression from any of the family members or anyone in the 
tent that anyone was intending to go to the Capitol after the rally was done? 

A Absolutely not. 

Q Okay. Did you get the impression from the people outside that some of 
those people were intending to go to the Capitol after the rally, either in the VIP -- were 
you ever in the general attendee area or did you stay in the VIP area? 

A | was in the VIP most of the time. And so nobody | knew was going outside 
of, like, all the speakers who were set to speak there. 

And then | was -- | invited several of the VIPs to come to the Trump townhouse to 
watch the certification of the electoral college and was going to have, like, you know, 
catering and some drinks and stuff. And soa few trickled over there, but otherwise | 
didn't get the sense of like too many people were going. 

Q = And when you left -- because | think | remember seeing -- | think | remember 
you saying from your informal interview you were, like, cold or you were going back to 
the hotel or something? 

A Yeah. | went to the Willard to change my socks. 

Q_ Socks. Totally empathize. 

When you were leaving, was it before or at the same time that other people were 


leaving? Were there still, like, people there? 
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Let me rephrase it. Was his speech done? 

A His speech was done, yes. 

Q  Hisspeechwas done. And so he had said, "Let's all march to the 
Capitol" -- I'm paraphrasing. Were you going against the tide of people as you went to 
the Willard and they went towards the Capitol? 

A No. When he said that, | missed it. That was when | was walking Alex and 
Ali like over to the perimeter and we stopped by the bathroom. 

And so someone -- | remember someone saying, "Did he just say that he's 
marching?" 

I'm like, "No, there's no way. Like, you didn't hear that correctly." And -- but | 
said, "When | get back, I'll let you know." 

And then once they had left and, like, we got -- | went back and he was still talking. 
So, like, | think he said that. And it went on for a little bit, and also he waves and there's 
music. 

And so | asked someone, | said, "Did he actually say he's going to march?" 

And they said, "Yes." 

And | said, "That's not actually happening, right?" 

They're, like, "No. There's no way that could happen." 

And so | -- that's when | texted -- they said, "Is he marching?" 

And | say, "No." 

But then also, like, he said, "Let's walk down Pennsylvania." That was me 
confirming what did he just say, because | didn't know what he -- and | also didn't hear it 
in, like, live time. 

Q Were you there when people started to leave or did you leave first? 


A No. | stayed till the end and then kind of stayed afterwards for a while, but 
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| didn't get the sense that -- first of all, the -- it was kind of in a -- this was the stage and 
the VIP and all the people were out here. Like, it would take a while to leave VIP and to 
exit anyway. You're kind of, by being right up front, you're the last to leave. 

And so | was able to cut through and leave directly. But! got the sense most 
people, including myself, were freezing and were going home. 

Q Okay. Soto the extent you're still in the VIP area, there's not a lot of 
movement because it would have been, like, the back -- 

A _ Right. 

Q_ --slowest end of the movement, if | understood what you were saying 
logistically? Okay. 

And did you have any interactions -- well, in terms of other Trump family 
members? Was Tiffany even there? 

A | don't think she was. 

Q Okay. Just Lara, Eric, Don, Jr., and Kimberly? 

A __ And Ivanka.

Q Anddid you have any interactions with Rudy Giuliani that day?

And if you look at exhibit 53, there's an email from Mr. Budowich on 745. And 
this would have been right before January 1st, so maybe on December 31st, based on the 
timing. 

He says, "Changing to RSVP to the March to Save America. POTUS needs to end 
his speech by saying something like, "Now go march on the Capitol, march to save 
America."
